YOUNGSTERS with severe swine 
flu who do not take Tamiflu could 
face serious complications and 
even death, a leading family doctor 
has warned parents. 

The antiviral medicine has been mired in 
controversy after two studies found more than 
half of children who took the drug suffered 
side effects such as nausea and nightmares. 

Another study published in the British 
Medical Journal (BMJ) suggested antiviral 
medication does not prevent complications, 
such as pneumonia and severe asthma, in chil¬ 
dren with flu. 

But Dr Caroline Jessel, deputy medical 
director at NHS West Kent, urged parents to 
continue giving Tamiflu and other antivirals 
to their children if they are prescribed. 

“If the child was quite unwell and I was a 
parent, then the risk of taking them is less 
than the risk of not taking Tamiflu and getting 
really ill with swine flu,” she said. 

‘You have to weigh up the risks and benefits. 
Parents are not obliged, but if it is advised I 
would certainly think about it because they 
might be life saving in some situations.” 

In response to the BMJ study, the 
Department of Health (DoH) said the study 
was based on seasonal flu and so may not 
apply to swine flu. 

The two studies by the Health Protection 


Agency were carried out in the containment 
stage of the pandemic when everyone sharing 
a classroom with a child who had the H1N1 
virus was given Tamiflu, even if they showed 
no symptoms, in a bid to stop its spread. 

In a study of 103 pupils at three London 
schools, 53 per cent suffered side effects 
including nausea, stomach pain and problems 
sleeping. 

Asked if there was a danger in parents not 
giving their children antivirals due to fears 
over side effects, Dr Jessel said: “I think it 
would not be sensible to withhold it, particu¬ 


larly where they are severely affected. Some of 
the complications may well be prevented and 
the complications may be more severe and 
longer in duration [if Tamiflu is not taken]. 

“For friends and family it is less infectious so 
there are definitely benefits. As with all med¬ 
ication, it is not of total benefit without risks. 

“It is the same situation with antibiotics.” 

She said the number of patients being pre¬ 
scribed Tamiflu had fallen significantly in 
recent weeks due to the summer holidays and 
people spending more time outdoors. But the 
virus has not disappeared, she warned. 


NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent also said the 
number of people with swine flu-like symp¬ 
toms in its area had also decreased over the 
past week. 

“The research has thrown a different per¬ 
spective on Tamiflu and helped us to under¬ 
stand its impact better,” Dr Jessel added. 

“It is not really relevant in a flu pandemic 
because it is based on seasonal flu. It is inter¬ 
esting, but not necessarily going to change the 
advice. More research is needed, but our 
advice is still relatively straight forward - if

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‘We need urgent drug trial for children’ 


HEALTHY children and babies under six-months- 
old will not be among those given the vaccine 
against swine flu, the Government has announced. 

A mass immunisation campaign, which will see more 
than 11 million people in four priority groups mainly 
focused on those whose underlying health conditions 
put them at risk from the pandemic, will begin in October. 

First children and people under 65 with conditions 
such as heart disease, diabetes and asthma, then all 
pregnant women, people who live with patients with 


compromised immune systems such as those with 
leukaemia, and then people over 65 with underlying 
health conditions. 

Around two million frontline health and social care 
workers will also be given the vaccine. The DoH said 
preparations were being made to extend the programme. 

Children have not been included in the first wave of 
vaccinations because although they are disproportion¬ 
ately affected by the virus, the vast majority make a full 
recovery, the DoH said.

symptoms are quite severe, obvi¬ 
ously they need help and it is 
effective in reducing the duration 
and symptoms of the swine flu. 

“For very mild cases it has 
always been the case not to give 
antivirals. Some people can be 
treated perfectly well with over- 
the-counter medication.” 

Matthew Thompson, author of 
the BMJ study, told New 
Scientist: “It may be worth the 
DoH taking the new research on 
board and perhaps having a 
more targeted approach to the 
use of antivirals. Or urgently con¬ 


ducting randomised controlled 
trials of children and adults to 
identify whether there are sub¬ 
groups of children who will bene¬ 
fit from antivirals and whether 
they do have an impact on severe 


complications such as pneumo¬ 
nia or hospitalisation.” 

In Canada and the US antivi¬ 
rals are only recommended for 
patients at particularly high risk 
or with severe illness, he said. 


Reports say in Japan GPs have 
been advised not to give the 
drugs to those aged between 10- 
19 because of high rates of ‘neu¬ 
ropsychiatric side effects’ such as 
nightmares and feeling confused. 


County Hall leader’s 
gunning for quangos 


Carter: ‘We could save £5 billion’

KENT County Council leader 
Paul Carter has thrown his 
weight behind proposals to drasti¬ 
cally reduce the number of quan¬ 
gos in the UK. 

Tory leader David Cameron said last 
month there were too many Government- 
funded organisations like Ofcom and the 
Learning and Skills Council, run by people 
who are un-elected and therefore unaccount¬ 
able for the big decisions they are entrusted 
to make. 

He pledged to cut back on the number of 
quangos (quasi-autonomous non-govemmen- 
tal organisations) to save money if his party 
wins the next general election. 

While Mr Cameron would not be drawn on 
just how much cash could be saved, other 
Tories like Cllr Carter have been more forth¬ 
coming with the figures. 

The KCC chief believes £5 billion could be 
saved in the South East alone. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I think a 
Conservative government could make huge 
savings by getting rid of a significant number 
of regional quangos and giving their respon¬ 
sibilities back to local government. 

“I think part of the reason there are so 
many of them is due to a lack of trust from 
central government towards local govern¬ 


ment, but I think local government has trans¬ 
formed itself over the last 20 years and is now 
more effective throughout the country than 
any agency. 

“KCC is one of the most effective local 
authorities and is at the forefront of better 
trust and better understanding.” 

Among the quangos Cllr Carter believes 
need to be scrapped or reformed are the 
Learning and Skills Council, the Homes and 
Communities Agency and the various 
Regional Development Agencies. 

He has already canvassed support from 
county leaders in England’s eight other 
regions and intends to publish detailed plans 
for the party conferences in October. 

Efficiency 

Cllr Carter said: ‘We need to work out how 
exactly the quangos could be broken up to 
further empower local government. 

“I think KCC in particular can run things 
more efficiently and spend Government 
money much more wisely, working very close¬ 
ly with the 12 district councils. 

“We know the problems in the local econo¬ 
my much better than an unelected represen¬ 
tative sitting in an office in Guildford.” 

Cllr Carter’s comments are a thinly-veiled 
swipe at the South East England Develop¬ 
ment Agency (Seeda), which is based in 
Guildford, Surrey, yet is responsible for the 
economic and social development of an area 


that is bigger than Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland combined. 

Last month South East minister Jonathan 
Shaw spoke out in defence of the group at a 
meeting of the Commons’ South East 
Committee. 

He pointed to the Channel Tunnel Rail 
Link as an example of the type of investment 
Seeda has helped make possible. 

When informed of Cllr Carter’s comments, 
a Seeda spokesman said it delivered an aver¬ 
age of £5.60 for every pound spent between 
2002 and 2007. 

He added: “With Seeda support, Kent has 
received significant investment in regenera¬ 
tion and job creation. 

“Seeda has helped Kent make the case for 
becoming a regional priority, attracting more 
investment than the area would have 
received if investment decisions were based 
on population or an equal allocation across 
local authority areas. 

“Seeda investment into the region has 
included a contribution of £60m to leverage 
£700m of private sector funding to develop 
Chatham Maritime. 

“This has helped create 3,500 new jobs and 
bring three universities together on a new 
campus for 6,000 students. 

“Other investments include an £8m contri¬ 
bution to support urban regeneration in 
Margate, and more than £7.5m to support 
redevelopment of Dover’s St James area.”

Magic at village hall

PAUL Daniels, one of Britain’s 
most famous magicians, is com¬ 
ing to Kent to perform in a village 
hall in front of a lucky audience of 
just 300 people. 

Several years ago, he decided he wanted to 
give something back to the people who 
helped make him a global star. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I just love doing 
these shows. It allows me to get really close to 
my audiences, and they seem to enjoy it too.” 

Daniels will be appearing at Boughton 
Village Hall, about 10 minutes outside 
Faversham. Its website describes the venue 
as “a large hall set overlooking playing fields 
and orchards and adjacent to the village 
school”, and facilities include a modest bar, 
kitchen, cloakroom and toilets and parking 
for 60 cars. 

From his home Paul, 71, said: “This is 
exactly the sort of venue I am enjoying so 
much these days.” 

When world-famous celebrities are not 
playing there, the hall is used for meetings, 
parties, weddings, drama, off-road model car 
racing, concerts, conferences, bowls, billiards 
and a range of village organisations - all at 
very reasonable rates. 

Daniels said: “I got involved in this kind of 
thing four or five years ago when my own 
village asked me to do a show there. 

“These are the easiest things on the plan¬ 
et to do, because everyone knows everyone, 
they are friendly and for some reason they 
don’t get celebrities in the villages any more. 

“They have to go and see concerts where

they never get close. Talking to that first 
audience after the show, they were saying 
how great it was. 

“They told me they don’t go to the theatres 
in the towns any more, because at night 
time they are frightened because of all the 
bingeing. So I realised if I put on these small 
shows, they don’t have to pay congestion 


charges, parking... making this a really good 
night out for them. 

“I made a few inquires and now I am doing 
10 or 12 of these small shows a year and am 
loving it. 

“I earn enough from some of the other jobs 
I do and I just love meeting people. 

“I get to know some of the people in the 
audience, too. I open up by asking them if 
they want to ask me anything, and I get 
questions on all sorts of subjects. 

“They ask about me, television, working in 
theatres, the business, and Debbie’s phone 
number, which I tell them they can’t have. 
But then they get on to things like politics, 
religion and more.” 

The honorary vice-president of the 
Medway Magicians, added: “I will be doing 
this for the foreseeable future, I am enjoying 
it too much. I drew a circle around my house 
marking out two hours’ drive. 

“Another good thing about going to these 
small places is that I am off the motorway 
for a lot of the time, which means I see fabu¬ 
lous countryside and some lovely places. 

“These are the sorts of things you don’t see 
when you are in my business.” 

He said he once finished a major show in 
Las Vegas, got on a jet back to the UK, and 
just a few hours later was performing in a 
village hall in Teeside. 

“It was amazing, and this is the reason 
I am doing it - because I am having such 
a great time. It is a great way for me to run 
my life.”

Turbines stopped 

SEVEN turbines at the £60 million wind farm 
on the Romney Marsh have stopped working 
only a month after it was opened. 

RWE Npower Renewables, which runs the 
site at Little Chevne Court, said technical 
problems with the transformers, which are 
associated with the high voltage circuit, meant 
they had to be sent back to Belgium. 

The remaining 19 turbines are still operat¬ 
ing at the farm, which Energy Secretary Ed 
Miliband opened in July. 

A RWE spokeswoman said all the turbines 
should be fully operational by mid-October. 


Sea jumps halted 

POLICE have enforced a dispersal order to 
stop young people jumping into the sea from 
the harbour walls of a seaside town. 

The order, which came into force on Friday, 
comes after complaints from trawlermen and 
the harbour authority in Folkestone. 

Acting Sergeant John Weller, from the 
Shepway Neighbourhood Policing Unit said 
jumping from the harbour wall was not a crim¬ 
inal offence but a civil one, which the order 
that runs until October 2 would tackle.

Race case teacher 
‘used daughter’s 
ID in police check’ 


A TEACHER seeking £1.2 million compen¬ 
sation for racial discrimination has been 
accused of using her daughter’s fingerprints 
for a criminal record check. 

Samantha Burmis, 41, a former maths 
teacher at Aylesford School, admitted at a 
tribunal in Ashford this week that she failed 
to declare her criminal history. 

According to a national newspaper, Mrs 
Burmis admitted she ticked the “no” box on 
her Criminal Records Bureau check form for 
the question that asks if the applicant has 
any criminal convictions. 

But the CRB revealed she has convictions 
for dishonesty relating to mortgage fraud - 
which she claimed had nothing to do with her. 

Mrs Burmis, from Gravesend, is now being 
investigated by police for using her daugh¬ 
ter’s fingerprints on her CRB check after it 
was revealed the 19-year-old’s prints were 
already on police file. 

The Daily Telegraph reported that Mrs 
Burmis’ daughter Nina currently holds a 
police record for using a forged cheque. 

When Mrs Burmis finally admitted her 
discrepancy to the hearing, she said: “Okay, I 
gave incorrect information. 

“It’s just ticking a box. I didn’t actually 
write anything.” 


The unemployed maths teacher took the 
Aylesford School, near Maidstone, to an 
employment tribunal for unfair dismissal 
after she was sacked for gross misconduct 
amid claims she smoked cannabis on a 
school trip. 

Mrs Burmis won her case of racial discrimi¬ 
nation against her former employer, Kent 
County Council, in 2007, after it was reported 
a senior teacher referred to her as “dark meat”. 

She is now seeking a £1.2 million payout 
on the grounds the accusations destroyed 
her career and have left her unable to find 
another post. 

But it was revealed at the tribunal on 
Wednesday that Mrs Burmis is currently on 
police bail for a number of offences, such as 
fraud, false representation and peijury. 

Peter Kirby, representing KCC, told the tri¬ 
bunal: “Mrs Burmis repeatedly failed to 
declare her criminal convictions on school 
application forms, or engage properly with 
the CRB process. 

“She is now being investigated by the 
police for getting her daughter to give her 
fingerprints instead.” 

The four-day hearing was due to finish on 
Friday, but the tribunal had yet to issue its 
ruling as Kent on Sunday went to press.

RONNIE Biggs’ release from 
custody has given him a new 
zest for life, according to the 
biographer of the seriously ill 
Great Train Robber. 

The 79-year-old was given only days to 
live when he was struck down with severe 
pneumonia late last month, but doctors say 
there is now a slim chance he could survive 
to see Christmas. 

Medway resident Mike Gray - author of 
Ronnie Biggs: The Inside Stoiy - is one of 
only a handful of people who has been invit¬ 
ed to visit the infamous criminal in hospital. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I do not blame 
Ronnie for feeling anger and rejection 
against the Government and certain daily 
newspapers. 

“He echoed to me what he told his son 
Michael - that he will find the inner 
strength to celebrate Michael’s 35th birth¬ 
day this weekend and possibly make it 
until Christmas. 

“The hospital visit ended as it had started 
- very emotional with tears streaming 
down Ronnie’s cheeks. 

“The man still has fight left in him and I 
for one am so pleased he hasn’t given up. 
He’s staying strong and is clutching onto 
his dignity. 

“The Brazilian hug and double-cheeked 
kiss was a strong message that he had never 
given up the fight, and neither had we.” 

Compassionate 

Biggs is the best-known member of a 15- 
strong gang that attacked the Glasgow to 
London mail train in August, 1963, making 
off with £2.6 million in what at the time 
was the largest robbery in British history. 

He was sentenced to 30 years in prison, 
but escaped after 15 months and went on 
the run in Spain, Australia and Brazil. 

Biggs gave himself up in 2001, and has 
served the last eight years behind bars, 
despite repeated pleas to release him on 
compassionate grounds due to his rapidly 
deteriorating health. 

Justice Secretary Jack Straw finally gave in 
last week, meaning Mr Gray’s visit to Norfolk 
hospital was the first time he had been 
allowed to see Biggs without an armed guard. 

He said: “Ronnie’s pneumonia is still life- 
threatening. He cannot move due to his

fractured hip, he has a bag fitted for toilet 
purposes and he cannot wash or shave. 

‘Tie cannot speak, gets tired veiy easily and 
sleeps for 20 hours a day. The list is endless. 

“But Ronnie’s side ward in the hospital is 
covered wall-to-wall in cards, letters, flowers 
and gifts - a true testament to his popularity. 

“He’s an old man who has never hurt any¬ 
one in his life. Ronnie was being slowly cru¬ 
cified on the Home Office cross but, thank 
God, he has now been removed from it. 
Common sense has prevailed.” 


Pair arrested after 
hoax ‘missing girl’ 
call lead to search 

TWO people arrested after a hoax call sparked 
a huge manhunt for a ‘missing girl’ have been 
released on police bail. 

The 33-year-old man and 47-year-old woman, 
both from Rochester, were arrested after a 
caller to police on Thursday afternoon claimed a 
young girl - thought to be six years old - fell into 
the River Medway, near Sun Her, Chatham. 

Emergency services including the Thames 
Coastguard and a search helicopter were 
scrambled and spent more than an hour and a 
half scouring the riverside. Following an 
extensive search, no child was found. 

The couple were arrested on suspicion of 
wasting police time. They are due back at 
Medway Police Station on September 24

Out-spoken Tory hits out at 
NHS on US television - again 


KENT MEP Daniel Hannan has been 
criticised by his Conservative colleagues for 
again attacking the NHS on American televi¬ 
sion, writes Steve Knight. 

Giving his views on President Barack 
Obama’s planned health reforms, Mr Hannan 
told the right-wing Fox News 
programme he wouldn’t wish 
the service on anyone. 

It was the second time the 
outspoken Tory had appeared 
on the show, having earlier this 
year described the NHS as a 
“mistake” that has “made peo¬ 
ple filer” over the course of its 
60-year history. 

Shadow health secretary 
Andrew Lansley said neither 
he nor Conservative leader 
David Cameron agreed with 
Mr Hannan’s views. 

He said: “What he said was 
both a negative view of the 
NHS, but more to the point was 
a distorted view of the NHS. 

“I think it’s very important 
for people in America to understand the 
NHS has very powerful examples that they 
can look to. 

“In this country we have a degree of equity

of access to healthcare which many in 
America envy. 

“What we need in this country, which I think 
Americans are very keen to retain in their 
healthcare system, is the ability of patients 
to exercise more control over their own 
healthcare and to make deci¬ 
sions about their healthcare.” 

Mr Hannan, who lives in 
Winchester, Hampshire, was 
first elected to the European 
Parliament in 1999. He is a 
fierce Eurosceptic and serves 
on both the Committee on 
Fisheries and the Delegation 
for Relations with Afghanistan. 

Writing in his Daily 
Telegraph blog on Wednesday, 
Mr Hannan said: “I am not the 
Conservative Party’s healthcare 
spokesman. I’m fond of Andrew 
Lansley and I strongly support 
David Cameron as party leader. 

“On this issue, though, I dis¬ 
agree with both of them. 

“Any suggestion the NHS 
might be improved upon is shouted down as 
an attack on the people in it, which is precise¬ 
ly the point I was making about how hard it 
is to reform so large a bureaucracy.”

Science will fill our fridges

SCIENTISTS have spoken of the 
major role they play in ensuring 
the UK’s food supply remains 
secure in the future. 

This week the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs launched a con¬ 
sultation and is asking producers, supermar¬ 
kets and consumers to contribute. 

Between 60 and 65 per cent of food con¬ 
sumed in the UK is also produced in the 
country, and the horticultural scientists at 
East Mailing Research (EMR) are among 
those working hard to ensure the trend 
continues in the years to come. 

Chief executive Dr Mike Solomon 
described food security as a “key 
global issue”. 

He said: “The resources on which we 
depend are finite and we need a more high- 
tech approach to some production systems 


because there will be fewer chemicals avail¬ 
able in the future to kill pests and the like. 

“A lot of our research is aimed at finding 
solutions for that problem. 

“There are several motors driving us, one of 
which is that in future years we will be pro¬ 
ducing less meat because of the relatively 
efficient production of plant-based food. 

“That’s appealing to the UK because there 
is an increasing appreciation for the benefits 
of a healthy diet. 

“Climate change is also having an impact 
on the types of crops 
we will be able to 
grow, but we’ve 


been pretty nimble in adapting our technolo¬ 
gies to suit that. 

“I also think the UK is becoming more 
aware of the way the world is changing and 
can see the benefits of becing self-sufficient.” 

In launching the consultation this week, 
Environment Secretary Hilary Benn said 
people needed to start thinking ahead about 
how to produce more food using less water 
and less fertiliser. 

EMR is again leading the way in this area, 
having recently discovered a way to reduce 
the amount of water needed to grow a 
tonne of strawberries from 70 tonnes 
to just 10, while also improving 
taste and increasing the levels of 
antioxidants and vitamin 
C present. The work has 
major implications, not 
just for UK growers but 
also fruit and vegetable 
producers in Spain, south¬ 
ern Europe and China. 

Dr Solomon said: “This 
type of development is clearly pret¬ 
ty crucial when we are trying to 


grow crops in a world where the amount of 
available water is decreasing, or we need it 
for other uses. The work is now being extend¬ 
ed into all sorts of other crops, while we are 
also developing new plant types that will 
need less water.” 

The food security consultation has also 
sparked a debate about the use of ‘best 
before’ labels that are being blamed for the 
364,000 tons of edible food that goes to waste 
in the UK every year. 

Mr Benn has suggested removing the 
labels to cut down on the amount being 
binned, and EMR storage specialist David 
Johnson agreed. 

He said: “During our research into the 
labelling and storage of fresh produce, we 
found that the time interval between ‘sell by’ 
and ‘best before’ date labels were often stan¬ 
dardised across the range of fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles - irrespective of the degree of perishabil¬ 
ity of particular products. 

“It will save a great deal of misunderstand¬ 
ing and waste if consumers use their own 
judgement about whether their fruit and 
vegetables are OK to use and eat.”

Club to cash in on cup tie wi th Premiership side 


GILLINGHAM FC are in line for 
another bumper payday after draw¬ 
ing Premiership side Blackburn 
Rovers in the second round of the 
Carling Cup, writes Steve Knight 

Kent’s only Football League club received 
several unbudgeted cash boosts last season 
and will expect the same again when the 
former Premiership champions visit the 
Priestfield Stadium later this month. 

Extra income will come Gillingham’s way 
thanks to a packed house of at least 10,000 on 
Tuesday, August 25, while Sky Sports could 
also pay to screen the game live. 

Manager Mark Stimson told KOS Media 
this week: “It’s a fantastic draw. I said after 
the game the other night [against Plymouth 
Argyle in round one] that any big club would 
be great for the finances, and that’s certainly 
what Blackburn are. 

Experience 

“It was only a few years ago that I was at the 
Millennium Stadium watching them actually 
win the trophy, so it’s a great draw and I look 
forward to it. 

“Sam Allardyce is a fantastic manager with 
a fantastic team so it will be a good experience 
for myself and the players. 

“Blackburn will be expecting to win the 
game, but we might just surprise them.” 

The first of several cash injections last sea¬ 
son came when Gillingham drew another 
Premiership side, Aston Villa, at home in the 
third round of the FA Cup - a game that was 
screened live on ITV1. 

It earned the club a pay day in the region of

£300,000, with a similar amount received 
following the Gills’ successful play-off cam¬ 
paign that culminated in a 1-0 win over 
Shrewsbury Town at Wembley. 

England goalkeeper Paul Robinson is 
among Blackburn’s collection of stars, along 
with Australia international Brett Emerton 
and South African striker Benni McCarthy. 

Former Gillingham keeper Jason Brown is 
also a member of the Blackburn squad, but 
has made only a handful of first-team appear¬ 
ances in three years at the club. 

Long-time Gills supporter Alan Liptrott, co¬ 


editor of fansite GillsConnect.com, told Kent 
on Sunday it was about time some of the 
money was spent on new players. 

He said: “I think the fans are looking for 
some injection of new blood into the club and 
a lot would definitely like to see another 
forward in the side because it looks like soon¬ 
er or later Simeon Jackson will go. 

“We all thought the big-money games would 
mean we’d have some cash to spend, but unfor¬ 
tunately it hasn’t turned out quite like that. I 
think you can even tell in Stimson’s voice that 
he would like some, too.” 

The last time Gillingham faced a 
Premiership side in the Carling Cup was in 
September, 2005, when they beat Portsmouth 
3-2 after extra time in the third round. 

Blackburn beat Tottenham Hotspur 2-1 to 
win the trophy in 2002, which marked their 
first major honour since winning the 
Premiership title seven years earlier. 

Mr Liptrott said he expected a capacity 
crowd at Priestfield for the clash. 

He added: ‘When we are the underdogs we 
tend to pull a few rabbits out of the hat, as we 
showed last season when we were very 
unlucky to lose to Villa. 

‘With a large crowd under the floodlights 
and all the excitement of the cup, I think we 
could well put on a good show.” 

The Gills have enjoyed a flying start to the 
current League One campaign, thrashing 
arch-rivals Swindon Town 5-0 last weekend, 
with star striker Jackson scoring a hat-trick. 

Scouts from a number of big clubs watched 
him add to his tally on Tuesday night when the 
team pulled off a shock 2-1 victory over 
Championship side Plymouth Argyle in the cup.

‘We need positive thinking’ 


Action to tackle the problems of the downturn 


MEDWAY Council has seen an 
increase in the number of peo¬ 
ple claiming benefits and free 
school meals as the recession 
has begun to bite. 

In response to the Audit 
Commission’s report that local 
authorities are not doing 
enough to support their com¬ 
munities through the downturn, 
the council said it is set to 
launch a number of initiatives in 
the coming weeks. 


Robin Cooper, the council’s 
director of regeneration, com¬ 
munity and culture, said: “We 
get regular updates on our 
income levels and statistics so 
we know what ways things 
are happening. 

“Unemployment is up of 
course, it is about 4.5 per cent 
here at the moment, that was 
the figure a month ago, so it has 
probably gone up again.” 

The council is setting up a 


Job Shop in Chatham High 
Street next week. Mr Cooper 
said it would include all the 
services people need to help 
them back into the workplace. It 
will also offer interview and CV 
tips, as well as advice about 
training for school leavers. 

“We have just put forward a 
package with colleagues in 
Gravesham, Swale and Dart- 
ford, for 450 apprenticeships 
over the next few months, 


working not just here in the 
council but across the public 
and private sector.” 

The commission’s report 
highlights the social problems 
expected as a result of the 
recession, such as higher crime 
levels and issues with addiction 
and alcoholism. 

Mr Cooper said the council 
was working with the police and 
primary care trust, NHS Med¬ 
way, to monitor the situation. 


COUNTY Hall’s most senior offi¬ 
cial has said a “magic bullet” from 
the public sector would not solve 
the social problems brought on by 
the recession, writes Jenna 
Pudelek. 

Peter Gilroy, the chief executive of Kent 
County Council, was responding to a report 
by the Audit Commission, which found local 
authorities were not doing enough to prepare 
communities for the effects of the economic 
downturn. 

“Councils should be prepared for worsen¬ 
ing [social problems],” he said. “But the first 
thing to say about all of this is part of the 
danger is that we nationally drive ourselves 
into a self-fulfilling prophecy of doom and 
gloom everywhere. 

“I’m not saying the Audit Commission is 
not partially correct, but overall if you keep 
saying something bad will happen, in the 
end it will. We have a responsibility to get the 
language a bit more upbeat.” 

The commission’s report said councils 
should be planning for the social problems 
brought on by unemployment, such as addic¬ 
tion, alcoholism and domestic violence. 

It said councils were facing the “second 
wave” of the downturn as the effects of rising 
business failures, bankruptcies and unem¬ 
ployment bite at communities. 

“I think we can overplay that,” Mr Gilroy 
said. “It is true risks will happen, but major 
social problems are not inevitable. 


“These are big issues and we have to get 
communities more engaged at helping them¬ 
selves and not believing there is a magic bul¬ 
let from the public sector that is going to 
solve these problems.” 

Active 

He said KCC had taken what the commis¬ 
sion called a “more ambitious and active” 
approach to recession. 

“As far as Kent is concerned, the political 
administration could see we were going into 
an extraordinary period and accepted that 
more people would be unemployed and the 
difficulties that then spin off that. 

“One of the things we’ve done is given 
another £250,000 to the Citizens Advice 


Bureau because we could see the demand 
was increasing. 

‘We have gateway services trying to offer 
services and help make sure people can go to 
a one-stop shop for advice. 

“Kent Trading Standards and police are 
cracking down on loan sharks who target 
vulnerable people with sky-high interest 
rates. We have set up a credit union for the 
whole of Kent to offer affordable loans and 
savings with another £250,000 on that, 
which will launch before October.” 

He said the authority was working with 
the Energy Saving Trust so residents could 
save up £340 a year on bills. 

“Kent is one of those ambitious places,” he 
added. “We have gone the extra mile bring¬ 


ing forward ideas and getting youngsters 
into apprenticeships and supporting busi¬ 
ness in different ways so people can stay at 
work rather than put them on the unemploy¬ 
ment register.” 

KCC has opened ‘gateway centres’ in most 
of the county’s main retail centres and also 
provides ‘mobile gateways’ to rural commu¬ 
nities. They offer free internet access, daily 
surgeries by agencies such as Connexions 
and community health as well as advice on 
council tax, benefits, planning, housing, 
social care and adult education.

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Doctor admits 
more may die 
from outbreak

THE HEAD of the Health 
Protection Unit has not ruled out 
more deaths from an outbreak of 
legionnaires’ disease. 

Five cases of the infection have been con¬ 
firmed and one patient, who was admitted to 
the Kent and Canterbury Hospital already ill 
from Legionella bacteria, died last Saturday. 

Dr Mathi Chandrakumar director of the 
Kent Health Protection Unit (HPU), which is 
investigating the outbreak, said it was diffi¬ 
cult to say at this stage whether more people 
with the respiratory disease would die. 

He said: “They are all elderly people and 
suffer from a number of other conditions, so 
they are frail as well.” 

East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust said two or three people 
are believed to have been infected by bacte¬ 
ria from a showerhead at the William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford. 

The others are believed to have picked up 
the infection at home or in the community. 

Two elderly female patients are seriously 
ill but stable, and the other two patients are 
responding to treatment, the trust said. 

In a letter to all staff the trust’s medical 
director, Dr Neil Martin, said the trust antic¬ 
ipated there may be other people developing 
the infection, who have either become infect¬ 
ed in hospital or in the community. 

“A further complication is that initial 
symptoms are similar to those of swine flu,” 
Dr Martin said. “Because of this, there is a 
possibility that once swine flu has been diag¬ 
nosed... other problems may be overlooked.” 

Staff have been asked to be extra vigilant 
when diagnosing, treating or caring for peo¬ 
ple, particularly vulnerable groups such as 
those with underlying clinical problems. 

Dr Martin said if patients do not respond to 
antivirals, further tests should be carried 
out. He added: ‘We need to be extra cautious 
over the next few weeks as we may see fur- 

New eco food 
depot to rise 
from the ashes 

A MULTI-million pound food distribution 
depot is set to create hundreds of jobs when 
it opens in Paddock Wood. 

The new 3663 First for Foodservice depot 
has been built on the same site as a former 
Whirpool warehouse, which burnt down 
four years ago. 

The food distribution company behind 
the new £17.6 million depot will merge its 
Edenbridge and Sevenoaks branches, and 
will eventually employ a team of 350 
staff. 

The company’s chief executive, Fred 
Barnes, said the materials on the former 
Whirpool site were reused for the new eco- 
friendly development. He said: “Transport 
and distribution aren’t high up on anyone’s 
list of eco-friendly businesses, but we set 
out more than a decade ago to make this 
business as green as it could be.”

ther patients who may have caught the infec¬ 
tion at the William Harvey before the prob¬ 
lem was recognised.” 

The incubation period for Legionella can be 
up to 14 days and symptoms include a flu¬ 
like illness such as muscle aches, dry cough, 
fever, tiredness and sometimes diarrhoea. 

Legionnaires’ disease is a rare form of 
pneumonia caused by a type of bacteria that 
is found in the environment. 

It causes disease when it is spread through 
the air as a spray or vapour from a water 
source, and droplets are inhaled. It cannot be 
spread from one person to another. 

As a precaution and to ensure more were 
not at risk, the William Harvey’s water sys¬ 
tem has been flushed through and the use of 
baths, showers and water births has been 
stopped until all the fittings were disinfected. 

The HPU’s Dr Chandrakumar said that 
precautions taken meant patients were no 
longer at risk, but the source of the disease in 
the community has yet to be discovered. 

Anyone who has visited the William 
Harvey between July 27 and August 9 and 
has or develops a flu-like illness or chest 
infection within 14 days should call their GP 
or the helpline on 01233 616161.

Switch over gives green 
light to the environment 

ALL the traffic lights in Kent are being 
replaced with cost-effective low-energy units. 

This summer Kent Highway Services will 
complete its countywide replacement pro¬ 
gramme costing £1.7 million. 

County Hall says the switch will save up to 
£150,000 a year on electricity bills, and the 
bulbs will have to be changed less frequently 
as the light-emitting diode units have a life 
expectancy of 10 years. 

Environmental savings of carbon dioxide are 
expected to total one tonne a year. 

Kent County Council cabinet member for 
highways Cllr Nick Chard said: “The switch 
from existing halogen lamps will result in sub¬ 
stantial financial and environmental savings.

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Fields papered 
over with bad 
smell of sludge 

EXPERTS have been called in to deal with 
another revolting smell drifting over Swale. 

Environment Agency officers were first 
asked for help last month after families 
complained of a nauseating smell. 

The odour, at first wrongly dubbed the 
Sheppey Stink after appearing to originate 
on the island, was actually tracked down to 
paper sludge spread over a field just south 
of the M2 near Sittingboume. 

Agency experts have been working with 
the farmer and contractors to reduce the 
smell as quickly as possible. 

Steps taken include spreading an odour 
suppressant - potassium permanganate - 
over the field and ploughing the paper 
sludge further into the field. 

Waste products 

But after receiving another 70 phone calls 
on Wednesday complaining about another 
smell, EA officers returned to Swale to see 
what they can do. 

Alan Cansdale, environment manager for 
the agency, said: “People have had to put up 
with a series of bad smells in the area over 
the last few months. 

‘We would like to reassure them that 
we’re doing all we can. Unfortunately, this 
seasonal spreading of sludge has coincided 
with a period of very still, muggy weather, 
which has made the problem worse. 

“Under normal circumstances, spreading 
paper sludge and other materials is a very 
good way of using waste materials to bene¬ 
fit the environment.” 

Paper sludge is one of a number of waste 
products spread on to land for agricultural 
benefit or ecological improvement. 


Witches and pagans 
flock to cathedral city

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A GRIEVING mother-of-five committed sui¬ 
cide at the same beauty spot where her 
fiance had drowned himself just weeks earli¬ 
er, an inquest heard. 

Darelle Anderson, who was known as Dee, 
took sleeping pills and went to Leyboume 
Lakes in Larkfield on October 16, 2008. 

It was also where her partner Brian 
Anderson, with whom she had a baby daugh¬ 
ter, had died eight weeks before. 

A tribute on the website Gone Too Soon 
described her as “so full of life it bubbled all 
around her” and as a devoted mother to her 
five children Steve, Bradley, Paige, Alex and 
foster son Adam. 

Devastated 

Her friend Jane Adams said she was devas¬ 
tated after the loss of Mr Anderson because 
“they had promised they would grow old 
together and die together with their ashes 
mixed as one”. 

The couple used to take their baby, Alex, to 
Leyboume Lakes to feed the ducks together. 

“When I last saw Dee, she was just a shad¬ 
ow of her former self, under normal circum¬ 
stances I do not think she would have 


dreamt of leaving her children, but she was 
such a deeply caring person and could not 
live with the heartache and guilt she felt for 
Brian,” her online tribute reads. 

At the inquest in Maidstone on Tuesday, 
coroner Roger Sykes, who recorded a verdict 
of suicide, said: “I know how badly affected 
Dee had been, to the extent that, though she 
had a very young baby, her feelings of grief 
overwhelmed her maternal instincts.” 

He said that social services had asked her 
friend, Sally Martin, to act as a carer for her 
children after Mr Anderson’s death. 

It was revealed at the inquest that she had 
told Miss Martin that she wanted to “join 
Brian” and she had written a letter three 
days before her death indicating she was con¬ 
templating taking her own life. 

Mr Sykes added: “It is a very sad case.” 

Miss Anderson, 34, had only lived in 
Snodland for two years and had moved from 
Lewisham in south east London to make a 
“fresh start”. 

It was in Kent that she fell in love with her 
neighbour, Mr Anderson. Her friend Miss 
Martin is now bringing up their child, accord¬ 
ing to the online tribute. 


Rare moths thriving at castle 


A HISTORIC Kent garden has proved to be 
a paradise for hundreds of butterflies and 
moths, a new survey has shown. 

The warden and a volunteer have found 
221 moth species and 20 different butterflies 
over the last month at Sissinghurst Castle 
Garden, which is run by the National Trust. 

Moth survey volunteer Steve Broyd said 


the best time to spot them was 4.30am as the 
sun rises across the Weald when exotic 
species, such as the bright pink elephant 
hawk and bordered beauty, can be seen. 

Warden Peter Dear said butterflies found 
in the gardens included the rare white letter 
hairstreak, which has suffered a dramatic 
decline recently due to disease.

Cash to bring empty 
homes back into use 


PEOPLE who own empty homes 
in Dartford are being offered 
financial help to bring them 
back into use. 

No Use Empty, a Kent-wide 
initiative, has joined forces with 
Dartford Borough Council to 
help the owners of empty homes 
renovate their properties and 
create new accommodation. 

Kent County Council has ear¬ 
marked £5 million to help prop¬ 
erty owners pay for renovations 
to bring homes back into use. 

The loan scheme is intended 


for any owner of an empty prop¬ 
erty, or someone who is consider¬ 
ing buying an empty property, if 
the property has been empty for 
six months or more. 

The owner can apply for a loan 
of up to £25,000 per unit to a 
maximum of £175,000. 

The loan can be made on prop¬ 
erties that have been empty for 
at least six months, as long as 
the property is sold or made 
available to rent after comple¬ 
tion of the necessary works.

A CYSTIC fibrosis patient given 
a 30 per cent chance of survival 
has beaten the odds by strik¬ 
ing gold at the British Trans¬ 
plant Games. 

Sevenoaks resident James Baxter picked 
up four medals at this month’s event in 
Coventry - nine years after successfully 
undergoing a dangerous operation for a 
new heart and lung. 

The 35-year-old told Kent on Sunday that 
while the transplant affected his health at 
first, participating in the games every sum¬ 
mer had helped him get back on his feet. 

He said: “I was bom with cystic fibrosis 
and by the time I was 26 I needed a new 
lung. Because of the way technology was at 
the time, it was better to undergo a heart 
transplant as well. 

“The survival rate has improved rapidly 
since, but for me it was only 30 per cent at 
the time, so I consider myself very lucky.” 

Cystic fibrosis is the UK’s most common 
life-threatening inherited disease, affecting 
more than 8,000 people nationwide. It 
affects the internal organs - especially the 
lungs and digestive system - by clogging 
them with thick mucus. 

More than 900 patients suffering from a 
wide range of illnesses took part in this 
year’s games, which are organised every 
year by the charity Transplant Sport UK. 

James has won medals at all nine he has 
participated in, but his badminton doubles 
victory earned him his first gold. He also 
scooped silver in the track relay and bronze 
in the long jump and archery. 

James said: “People awaiting transplants 
are often worried they won’t be the same 
again, but the games show that it doesn’t 
have to be that way. It also reassures people 
who are considering being donors that their 
organs really can help people a great deal.” 

According to Transplant Sport UK, the 
number of potential donors in the country 
is falling, while the number of people wait¬ 
ing for a transplant is on the rise. 

Last year about 2,800 lives were saved or 
dramatically improved thanks to the gen¬ 
erosity of donors. 


Fashion sales 
soar at centre 

BLUEWATER shopping centre has 
announced a 2.1 per cent increase in sales 
for July, against the same month last year. 

Fashion sales drove the success, return¬ 
ing an increase of 3.3 per cent compared to 
the previous year. 

Many retailers reported strong demand 
for knitwear due to the poor weather, and a 
number of brands sold significant volumes 
of formal fashion for summer events, along 
with women’s shoes and bags. 

Catering also experienced a 5.2 per cent 
increase in sales, and foreign holidays did 
better than expected because of the poor 
weather at home. 
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Highways chiefs 
target illegal skips 

FIRMS illegally placing skips on roads and 
pavements are facing a clampdown. 

Kent Highway Services has introduced a £47 
retrospective skip licence fee and firms that 
fail to comply could be fined up to £1,000. 

Companies also have to pay £20 for every 
week the skip is on the highway and have been 
sent a reminder letter explaining why they 
must have a licence. Without one, they could 
create a hazard with the skip’s location, lack of 
lighting and guarding, and time limits. 

If a licence is not applied for within 48 hours, 
the highway service will take steps to have the 
skip removed and could start a prosecution. 

Skip companies could be liable for removal 
and storage costs, and fined if found guilty. 

KCC cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard said: “The majority of skip operators are 
acting properly and we do not wish to disrupt 
their activity.”

Rail firm extends 
high-speed service 
ahead of schedule 


MORE passengers in Kent are 
set to experience the new high¬ 
speed rail service to London 
St Pancras ahead of its launch in 
December, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Southeastern says the preview of its 
140mph trains will be extended to Ramsgate, 
Canterbury, Dover Prioiy, and Folkestone 
Central and West, from September 7. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent spokesman for the 
rail watchdog Passenger Focus, said: “Clearly 
these extensions to the preview are very wel¬ 
come. What it does is start to expand the serv¬ 
ice to look more like it will come December 
[when the full timetable is introduced]. 

“Passengers from Ramsgate and Dover can 
now join the high-speed service from their sta¬ 
tions and there are times savings to be had, 
which are welcome. There is a cost attached 
and clearly we have general concerns about 
the affordability of premium fares.” 

Improvements 

The preview of the service, which has been 
running since July from Ashford and 
Ebbsfleet, has been broadly praised. 

All the new services will run at ‘normal 
speed’ to Ashford International, where the 
high-speed line begins. This means Ashford 
also gets an additional peak service on top of 
the current three trains to St Pancras. 

Travelling from the Kent stations to St 
Pancras using the High Speed 1 (HS1) 
trains will cost passengers an extra £18.90 
on a weekly ticket. Returns and singles will 
cost an extra £8.50 and £4.40 from all the 
stations respectively. 

Mr Olatunji welcomed the choice the 
expansion of the preview will give passen¬ 
gers, but he said improvements were still 
needed for people using the mainline trains. 

‘With the Thanet services, with the cur¬ 
rently track it takes up to two hours [to 
London] so infrastructure improvements are 
needed by Network Rail.”

“The east Kent re-signalling programme 
to improve the quality of the infrastructure 
is needed and that should lead to faster serv¬ 
ices on the classic line.” 

Charles Horton, Southeastern’s managing 
director, said the rail operator wanted as 
many people as possible to experience the 
service before its full launch in December. 

He said: “We always hoped we could 
expand the preview service and thanks to 
the success of the first weeks we are now in 
a position to do this.” 

Mr Horton said the new services will “rad¬ 
ically” improve journey times; for example 
saving 49 minutes on the average commute 


from Ramsgate and 47 minutes from Dover. 

There will be two morning peak services 
from Ramsgate, departing at 6am and 
7.05am via Canterbury West, and two peak 
services from Dover Priory, at 6.42am and 
7.42am, via the Folkestone stations. 

An off-peak service is also being intro¬ 
duced between St Pancras International and 
Ashford International via Ebbsfleet. 

“The high-speed service means passengers 
from Dover will be able to reach London in 
just over an hour where it now takes nearly 
two hours, making it a town where you can 
now easily commute from,” Mr Horton added. 

“The high-speed services we hope will act as 
a real catalyst for the economy in the region, 
but above all, what the high-speed service 
provides is real choice for passengers.” 

Punctuality 

Over the past four weeks passenger num¬ 
bers have grown above expectation and the 
trains have achieved punctuality of more 
than 99 per cent. 

Some 600 passengers a day have been 
using HS1 and enjoying the 37 minute jour¬ 
ney time from Ashford, which shaves 46 
minutes off the mainline time. 

A fleet of 29 trains will come into service 
from December 13, running on the UK’s first 
high-speed line. 
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Wet summer 
good news for 
water levels 

WHILE July’s heavy rain dampened 
most people’s spirits, officials at the 
Environment Agency were celebrating. 

The agency says water levels are now 
back to normal for the time of year. 

In Kent the average rainfall for July 
was 78.9mm, or 165 per cent of the aver¬ 
age rainfall expected for July. 

Rainfall in April, May and June was 
low and water levels in rivers, lakes, 
ponds and streams were reaching worry- 
ingly low levels, said officials. 

The agency received several reports of 
fish in distress after a period of hot, dry 
weather in June. 

But heavy rainfall last month has 
restored the balance and now river 
flows, reservoir levels and groundwater 
are all within healthy ranges. 

Simon Pearson, strategic environmen¬ 
tal planning manager for the 
Environment Agency, said: “At the end of 
June our water situation was looking 
very worrying for wildlife. 

“We had had three months of warm, 
dry weather and the environment was 
really starting to suffer. 

“Nearly twice the normal rainfall for 
July across large swathes of the region 
has improved the situation and water 
levels are back to normal in most places. 

“However, if we have another hot, dry 
period in August we could see more prob¬ 
lems for wildlife. 

‘We would urge members of the public 
to look out for their local environment. 
Any incidents can be reported to the 
Environment Agency on 0800 807 060.

was removed with the cancer, and I 
came out the following Friday. 

“I moved on the day I came out 
of hospital so I had lots to look 
forward to.” 

The school administrator had 
signed up for dance classes, and 
said: “I’ve been line-dancing for 12 
years. Other members of my club 
were supportive when I was going 
through my treatment, and I used 
to go along and watch the dancing 
even if I couldn’t go up and dance. 

“I would say to any woman who 
notices anything wrong with her 
breasts to get it checked out as soon 
as possible. 

“Hopefully there won’t be anything 
wrong, but if you do need treatment 
the sooner it’s started the better. 

“I’ve had so many good things 


happen to me since I’ve had my 
treatment.”

The earlier the diagnoses and 
treatment start, the better chance of 
survival and recovery, they said.

BREAST cancer survivor 
Janet Tucker has joined 
actress Sheila Hancock 
to make a video urging 
women to fight back 
against fear of the disease. 

Keen rambler Janet is now 60, 
but the Bromley woman said she 
was in fear of her life when she 
spotted something was wrong. 

With treatment, she is now lead¬ 
ing a healthy life, and is urging all 
women to check themselves and 


seek medical advice the moment 
they detect anything is wrong 
with their breasts. 

In the short video made by 
Cancer Research, Ms Hancock 
said: ‘Well over 20 years ago I was 
diagnosed with cancer - breast 
cancer - and I was terrified. 

“But thanks to medical science, 
here I still am. And the most 
important thing was that 
although the prognosis in those 
days wasn’t very good, I actually 
detected mine quite early and how 
did I do that? 

“I did it myself by regularly feel¬ 
ing my breasts and feeling that 
something was amiss. 

“And my instinct told me that I 
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Brothers had terrorised 
own gran before Baby P

EVIL brothers responsible for the 
death of Baby Peter had also been 
accused of terrorising their own 
grandmother into including them 
in her will, writes Steve Knight. 

The shocking allegation emerged this week 
after the youngster’s mother Tracey Connelly, 
28, and her partner Steven Barker, 33 - who 
are both now behind bars - were finally iden¬ 
tified by the courts. 

It was also revealed that fellow defendant 
Jason Owen, 37, from Bromley - previously 
referred to as the couple’s lodger - had 
changed his surname and was actually 
Barker’s older brother. 

In 1995, the siblings were charged with 
assaulting their 82-year-old grandmother 
Hilda Barker, from Whitstable, in an attempt 
to make her change her will. 

The case was dropped when she died and 
was unable to give evidence in court, but she 
had earlier told police how her grandsons had 
once locked her in a wardrobe. 

Former neighbour David Cole revealed to 
the BBC how he was unaware at the time 
what Mrs Barker was being put through. 

He said: “As we understand, when she got 
sent to the home then that’s where we really 
found out what happened - bruises to her 
body, getting locked up in a cupboard. 


“They used to wear Halloween masks to 
frighten her, maybe all along to get her to 
change her will to the boys’ names.” 

Mr Cole also revealed how whenever he 
spoke to his neighbour over the garden fence, 
she would always be flanked by the brothers. 

He added: “Always one either side of her. 
One day she just happened to raise up her 
arm and said ‘look, I’ve got all these bruises 
Dave’. I asked ‘how did you get them?’ and 
then one of the boys said ‘oh, she fell over’.” 

Seventeen-month-old Baby P - now identi¬ 
fied as Peter Connelly - died after receiving 
sustained abuse at the hands of his mother 
and the brothers in Haringey, north London, 
in August, 2007. 

In May this year, Connelly and Barker were 


given minimum terms of five and 12 years 
respectively for allowing his death, while 
Owen - who has a teenage girlfriend - was 
jailed for three years. 

Barker was also given a life sentence for rap¬ 
ing a two-year-old girl in a separate court case. 

A judge had previously ordered that none of 
the defendants could be named because Peter 
had four siblings who were still being placed 
with alternative carers. 

Last week Kent on Sunday revealed how 
the tragedy had led to an increase in the 
number of people from the county speaking 
out if they believed a child was being abused. 

According to the NSPCC, just over 2,200 
people had called its 24-hour helpline 
between April, 2008, and March this year.

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A CONVICTED drug dealer who 
fled to Spain three years ago has 
finally started his 10-year jail sen¬ 
tence, writes Chris Murphy. 

Used-car dealer Robert Colyer was granted 
bail after being charged with a string of drug 
offences involving millions. 

He used that opportunity to flee to Spain. 

But after extradition, he appeared at 
Canterbury Crown Court this week and was 
jailed for 10 years and four months. 

The 41-year-old from Island Road, Hersden, 
near Canterbmy, should have appeared in court 
in November, 2006, but he never showed up. 

While he fled to the sun, he was found guilty 
in his absence at a trial in January, 2007, of 
conspiring to supply controlled drugs worth 
more than £2 million. 

It was then the 10-year sentence was hand¬ 
ed down by Canterbury Crown Court. 

Judge Van Der Bijl has now increased that 
term by four months as punishment for not 
attending court. 

The saga started when Kent Police was con¬ 
tacted by the Scottish Drug Enforcement 
Agency in 2005. 

They were after a drugs courier, who turned 
out to be Colyer. Investigations led to his com¬ 
mercial garage on the outskirts of Canterbury. 

Coyler was caught in Scotland with 100 
kilos of herbal cannabis worth £300,000. 

The subsequent investigation by the 
Organised Crime Unit at Kent Police 
revealed Colyer had imported 630 kilos of 
cannabis from Italy via Holland with an 
estimated street value of more than £2m. 

Before he could face trial, he fled to Spain 
with his wife and two children. 

Kent detectives tracked him to Malaga, 
and a European arrest warrant was 
obtained for his arrest. 

In July this year, Spanish authorities 
arrested Colyer on behalf of Kent Police.

Crime Unit, said: “It is very satisfying to final¬ 
ly bring this case to a conclusion. 

“Significantly, Colyer was a major player in 
an international drugs syndicate that knew no 
boundaries. This was a particularly serious 
crime made worse by the fact the offender 
went on the run and lived as a fugitive for 
nearly three years. 


“In bringing the offender back to Britain to 
serve his prison term, and having disrupted 
the drugs syndicate, we have probably saved 
lives. 

“Drug trafficking fuels all sorts of criminali¬ 
ty and has a devastating effect on the lives of 
already vulnerable people. 

“Kent Police will do everything possible to 


ensure that offenders are held accountable for 
their actions and where they run from the law 
we will pursue them until caught and bring 
them back to Britain no matter how much 
time passes. 

“Kent Police will now apply to the courts for 
the £92,000 in cash that was restrained by offi¬ 
cers following the original investigation.”

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Firm launches 
new coach and

A CROSS-Channel ferry company is also get¬ 
ting into the commuter coach business with a 
launch of a Ramsgate to London service. 

Euroferries said it will be making an 
announcement later in the year about the 
launch and pricing of the commuter service. 

In a statement, it said: “Further announce¬ 
ments will be forthcoming in the near future, 
including Euroferries’ partners, ferry services, 
timetable, pricing and booking arrangements 
in addition to further announcements regard¬ 
ing the introduction of Euroferries commuter 
coach service between London and Ramsgate.” 

The news came as it launches its ferry link 
between Boulogne and Ramsgate, having 
signed agreements with both ports. 

Called the Bonanza Express, the fast service 
will be operated by Euroferries with Fred. 
Olsen by the end of the month. 

Tourist traffic 

There will be five daily crossings on its cata¬ 
maran, which has a capacity of 146 first class 
and 570 additional passengers, carrying a com¬ 
bination of cars and coaches. It can hit speeds of 
38 knots, which the company says will enable it 
to cross the Channel in a time that competes 
port-to-port with the Channel Tunnel. 

A second vessel will join the Bonanza 
Express service in the future, carrying a com¬ 
bination of cars and luxury coaches. 

Euroferries chairman, Per Staehr said: “The 
signing of this agreement with Thanet District 
Council enables us to look forward to building 
a long term relationship with the community. 

“Our new five-crossing-a-day high-speed 
service, will be focused on tourist traffic and 
takes full advantage of the new motorways, 
both to Ramsgate and Boulogne, along with 
the fast terminal facilities within both ports.” 

He said online bookings will be launched 
soon, along with details of the coach service 
between London’s Stratford Hub and 
Ramsgate, serving Canterbury and Medway.

most constant maintenance, but with church¬ 
es it’s on a much larger scale. 

“There’s also the problem that you can’t get 
any old builder in when something needs fix¬ 
ing - they need to be highly skilled and know 
all about traditional techniques. The cost of it 
all can be very scary. 

“That’s why it’s so upsetting when you get 
people who steal lead from church roofs, 
because it’s so expensive to replace.” 

Carbon footprint 

This year’s Ride and Walk, which takes place 
between 10am-6pm on Saturday, September 
12, will see about 750 churches across Kent 
opening their doors. 

Participants can plan their own route and 
walk or cycle to as many different churches or 
chapels as they like. 

Half of the money raised will go to a church or 
chapel of each participant’s choice, with the rest 
donated to the Friends of Kent Churches to dis¬ 
tribute to the buildings most in need of repair. 




Mrs Sparks said: “Those who take part al¬ 
ways find it memorable and enjoyable 
because they meet people they wouldn’t 
normally meet and it gives them the chance 
to get out into our lovely countryside, too. 

‘"Village churches in particular present an 
overwhelming sense of peace and tranquil¬ 
lity. They reflect a community over genera¬ 
tions and people have become more inter¬ 
ested in them recently because restoration 
programmes and the like have made them 
more aware of their heritage. 

“Normally the church is the oldest build¬ 
ing in a community, and many of them are 
so quirky and fascinating.” 

The Ride and Walk is a national event 
that started in Suffolk in 1982, and is now 
held in 31 counties throughout the UK. 

Kent’s version began in 1984 and several 
of the founding committee members are 
still involved today. 

Asked if she thought the event could sur¬ 
vive for another 25 years, Mrs Sparks 
replied: “If we are as good at changing and 
adapting as our historic church buildings 
are then we will certainly still be about. 

“Perhaps it will become even more popu¬ 
lar as people start to use bicycles more, 
what with the price of fuel and looking to 
reduce their carbon footprints.”

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Flood gates to 
undergo vital 
refurbishment 

A FLOOD barrier is being refurbished to 
ensure it can continue to protect 1,500 homes 
and businesses in Tonbridge. 

The Leigh Barrier is made up of three large 
moveable gates that hold back floodwater, 
reducing river flows downstream. 

It was built in 1981 and the Environment 
Agency has just completed initial mainte¬ 
nance work to overhaul and improve the gate¬ 
lifting mechanisms. 

And work started this week to install an 
emergency lifting system. 

This will ensure that if the gates ever fail, a 
back-up system will ensure the barrier can 
continue to do its job. This work will be com¬ 
plete by October. 

The barrier has been used many times, but 
its biggest challenge was in October, 2000. 

When torrential rain fell, water from the 
swollen river Medway was successfully held 
back, with the reservoir nearing its full capac¬ 
ity in just a few hours. 

Neil Gunn of the Environment Agency said: 
“The Leigh Barrier has proved it can work 
extremely well under severe conditions and 
many people and properties in the area bene¬ 
fit from the barrier. 

‘With the effects of climate change, we are 
facing bigger challenges and need to make 
sure the barrier is ready for them.”

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Slump, what slump? Kent pair top the 
lea gue for towns with rising house prices 


SALTASH in Cornwall may well be the 
best place in the UK to live according 
to a new national survey but two 
towns in Kent are enjoying the fastest 
rising house prices. 

Saltash has been revealed as England’s top post¬ 
code with a low crime rate, stable house prices and 
a school in the country’s top 20 league table. 

But Sittingboume and Folkestone, along with 
Brentwood in Essex, are seeing the biggest rise in

Alastair Bruce, senior content manager for the site, 
said: “Criteria for best places to live is hugely subjec¬ 
tive, however most people are concerned with similar 
factors such as good schools, crime and house prices.” 

No Kent school appeared in England’s top 20, the 
site said. 

Steve Payne, manager of the Sittingboume office 


of Ward & Partners estate agents, said: ‘We do seem 
to be doing well. I would not say prices are starting 
to rise in the town, but they are hardening up. 

“Perhaps everywhere else in the UK is still find¬ 
ing it really hard. 

“For example, a few months ago if we put a 
house up for £150,000, we would have expected 
an offer of £130,000 to be accepted. But now, just 
a few months later, we expect to get around the 
£140,000 mark, so it seems people are willing and 
able to spend a little more. 

“It’s great news we have made this chart.”

Quartet plead 
guilty to attack 

FOUR men have admitted violence offences 
following an incident outside a town centre 
nightclub. 

Adebola Alimi, 18, Nicholas Garcia, 24, 
Earl Williams, 25, Dare Adun, 20, and Ryan 
Findlay, 17, appeared at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Thursday to enter their pleas for 
charges relating to the attack in April.

All five men were originally charged with 
three counts of attempted murder, wound¬ 
ing with intent and violent disorder. 

The attack, outside the Lockmeadow 
Complex, in Maidstone, in the early hours 
of April 24, resulted in the victims being 
treated for injuries at Maidstone Hospital.

IT’S not just humans who need 
an energy boost every now and 
again - it seems bees crave a 
quick sugar rush too, and 
gardeners are being asked to do 
their bit to help. 

The RSPB has issued Kent residents 
with some advice to give the dwindling bee 
populating a step up by leaving out special 
tasty sugar drinks for them. 

It said bees are hardworking, hence the 
busy as a bee expression - but they do get 
worn out. 

The charity said bees are incredibly 
important pollinators and now is their 
busiest time of year. 

They will sometimes become exhausted 
and lie on the ground, seemingly dead, as 
they rest a while. 

To give bees an energy boost, the RSPB 
said gardeners should leave a sweet drink 
made from sugar and water in among 
flowers. To make the drink, mix two table¬ 
spoons of white, granulated sugar with one 
tablespoon of water in a container the size 
of an eggcup. 

Welcome treat 

The wildlife charity does warn to avoid 
using too much sugar and it also recom¬ 
mends small containers so birds don’t dive 
in for a sugary bath. 

But don’t be tempted to use honey as an 
alternative - it will do them harm, the 
charity said. 

Hester Phillips, of RSPB South East, said: 
“Busy as a bee is a true saying - bees are 
working to keep the planet’s food chains 
intact and they really do deserve our help. 

'We’ve been getting more calls about 
bees than ever this year as most people 
have read that they are in trouble. 

“Many people keep seeing bees lying on 
the ground and assume they are dead, but 
chances are they are having a rest. 

“Much like us, a sugary drink could boost 
their energy levels and a simple sugar and 
water combination will be a welcome treat. 

“Just make sure you only leave out the 


suggested small amounts and use a small 
cup so that birds can’t get in it.” 

Wildflowers and crops depend on the 
creatures, but many species of bee are now 
under threat. 

Habitat loss has already led to the extinc¬ 
tion of three species,and several more are 
severely threatened, including the wild 
honey bee, the short-haired bumblebee and 
the large, noisy, garden honey bee. 

Hay meadows and clover leys are now 
seldom seen in today’s farmland, leaving 
little for bumblebees to feed on, so both 


farmers and conservationists need to do 
what they can to help. 

Gardeners can also make a big difference 
by planting flowering plants that provide 
vital nectar and pollen for bees and other 
insects. Knapweeds, sunflowers and bud- 
dleia are among those plants that are valu¬ 
able to wildlife. 

The RSPB said: “Solitary bees also like to 
burrow into dry sunny banks or warm 
patches of bare earth in a lawn or border, 
even among a pile of stones. Try to retain 
such features in your garden.”

A FEMALE war veteran who 
signed up to avenge the deaths of 
her husband and brother has died 
at the age of 96. 

Kathleen Fortescue Russell, who grew up in 
Kent, served in the Women’s Auxiliary Air Force 
(WAAF) for four years and played an important 
role as a Bomber Command officer. 

Her death acts as a reminder that it was not 
only British men who led the Allies to victory 
over Hitler and the Nazis, but women too. 

Dr Jon Russell said his late mother - known 
to friends and family as Kay - felt duty-bound 
to join the war effort after her first husband 
Eric Fortescue and brother John Sherman 
were both killed in action. 

He said: “Kay carried a wound that would 
never heal. She joined the Air Force out of 
anger and a sense of duty to continue in the 
absence of her loved ones. 

“She would say to me on numerous occasions 
that ‘Jerry could not get all of us’. 

“Kay was a fighter and stood tall and strong 
to her final days.

“She took particular pride over being able to 
take over a man’s job such as assistant to Sir 
Arthur Harris at Bomber Command. 

“She was never short of stories and never 
afraid to tell them, despite the emotions they 
could provoke. 

“She also had a sign outside her house that 
read ‘war is not the answer’, and people 
respected her for that.” 

Born in London on October 15, 1912, 
Kathleen Sherman was brought up by her 
mother Edith at a small boarding house in 
Heme Bay, and she later won a scholarship to 
attend the exclusive Faversham Girls’ School. 

She met her first husband Eric while work¬ 
ing at Westminster Bank in London, but was 
married for just six months before he was 
killed by a seamine during an RAF air-sea res¬ 
cue mission shortly after the onset of war. 

Upon joining the WAAF in 1941, Kay first 
worked as assistant station adjutant at Biggin 
Hill airfield, Bromley, before being promoted to 
the role of staff officer at Bomber Command. 

She met her second husband Roger Russell - 
a member of the US Air Force - towards the 
end of the war, and the couple married in 1945.

Female Bomber Command officer remembered 


Kay spent the majority of her life support¬ 
ing Roger’s career as a neuroscientist and 
vice-chancellor of three American universi¬ 
ties before his death in 1999, after which 
time she moved to Atlanta, Georgia. 

Andrew Chapman - son of Kay’s cousin 
and dear friend Kitty - said she would be 
greatly missed by all who knew her. 

He said: “Whenever I met Kay the tempo of 
the day was lifted for the better. She was 
always the most stimulating company in the 
best possible way. 

“She had a very eventful life - some both 
massively and regrettably forced on her. A 
lesser person could have crumbled, but not 
Kay who overcame the odds and had a well- 
spent life. 

“So from a difficult start - including being 
brought up in the early days in a boarding 
house in Heme Bay when she had to sleep 
in the garden when a bed was needed for a 
paying guest - much was achieved and 
overcome.”

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Landlord to pay 
almost £10,000 
for breach of 
health and safety 

A PROPERTY owner has been fined £9,030, 
plus costs, after breaching so many health 
and safety regulations he left magist¬ 
rates “horrified”. 

Dartford Magistrates Court gave Paramjit 
Singh Bansal, 51, almost the maximum pun¬ 
ishment the law allows after broken fire doors, 
a broken fire alarm and an unsafe electrical 
system were found in his rented property in 
The Grove, Gravesend. 

Bansal, who rented out rooms to several 
families with children, pleaded guilty to two 
breaches under the Management of Houses in 
Multiple Occupation Regulations 2006. 

Shut down 

Officers from Gravesham Borough Council 
initially visited the property in The Grove 
in August last year and, following their find¬ 
ings, served a Prohibition Order and shut 
down the property. 

Magistrates said they considered this case to 
be “at the very high end of the scale” and gave 
Bansal a £4,515 fine for each offence and 
ordered him to pay Gravesham Borough 
Council’s court costs of £575. 

Cabinet member for housing Cllr Antony 
Pritchard said: “Unsafe homes will not be 
tolerated. Landlords have a legal and moral 
obligation to ensure their tenants’ safety in 
their property. 

“Gravesham Borough Council is working 
closely with landlords in the private rented 
sector to encourage a high level of health and 
safety standards.”

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Putting politics before

IT IS one of the defining images of 
the 20th century. 

The picture beamed back from the Moon of 
astronaut Buzz Aldrin saluting the American 
flag filled hundreds of millions of people 
around the world with awe. 

Yet it could have been very different if Nasa 
had had its way, according to former BBC 
Aerospace Correspondent Reginald Tumill. 

The world’s oldest working space correspon¬ 
dent, now 94, recalled how Nasa had actually 
wanted a United Nations flag to be planted on 
the lunar surface, not the Stars and Stripes. 

When America’s Congress found out about 
Nasa’s plan, just before the Apollo 11 launch, 
they quickly jettisoned it. 

“Looking back 40 years, it’s clear now that 
Apollo 11 marked the end of Nasa’s golden 
years,” recalled Mr Tumill, from his home in 
Sandgate, near Folkestone. 

“The world’s best space brains were recruit¬ 
ed, from America, Germany and Britain - 
Australia and Canada, too - and were able to 
work together, with unlimited funds and no 
nationalistic inhibitions, to devise a way to 
send men to the Moon and back. It was a 
unique example of what can be achieved in 
such conditions. 

“It ended just before Apollo 11 was launched 
- when the politicians put a stop to it once 
and for all. 

“That was when Congress learned that 
internationally-minded Nasa wanted to erect 


a United Nations flag on the moon. They 
decreed that on that, and every subsequent 
landing, the Stars and Stripes must be flown 
to demonstrate to the world that the landing 
was entirely a US achievement.” 

Mr Tumill even remembers the moment 
when the American flag that would be placed 
on the Moon was bought. Whereas some 
reports have claimed the flag had been spe¬ 
cially made, Mr Tumill recalled it as being 
much more of a last-minute consideration. 

“I was at the Cape, awaiting the first 
launch, when a young engineer was mshed 


out to buy a big Stars and Stripes, for which 
he paid $5.50, and which was hurriedly 
inserted into the Lunar Module. From then 
on raising the flag, with the military-trained 
astronauts saluting it, took precedence over 
the scientific exploration of the lunar surface.” 

From 1958 to 1976, as the BBC’s Aerospace 
Correspondent, Mr Tumill was involved in 
one of the most exciting periods in the devel¬ 
opment of mankind. 

While covering the space race, he met 
American astronauts and Russian cosmo¬ 
nauts and reported to the world when Neil 


Armstrong became the first man to set foot on 
the Moon on July 20,1969. 

Although he knew all of the astronauts on 
the Apollo 11 mission, Tumill, like many oth¬ 
ers has always been puzzled by the exact 
source of mission commander Armstrong’s 
famous words, “That’s one small step for [a] 
man, one giant leap for mankind”. 

He said that George Low, the astronauts’ 
boss at Houston, fretted about the first words 
spoken by the first man on the Moon, predict¬ 
ing they would go down in history. He eventu¬ 
ally approached Armstrong and asked him.

“At the end of a meeting one day, he said: 
‘Neil, have you thought what you’ll say when 
you step on the Moon?’ ‘Yes, George’ replied 
Armstrong, and departed without another 
word,” said Mr Tumill. 

“That resulted - perhaps because 
Armstrong complained, in a stinging rebuke 
for Low from Washington headquarters. 
Julian Scheer, the powerful head of public 
relations, scolded that it would be bad if it got 
out that they were coaching the astronauts 
in what to say ‘The truest emotion at the his¬ 
toric moment is what the explorer feels with¬ 
in himself,’ he pontificated.” 

Mr Turnill, author of The Moonlandings - 
An Eyewitness Account, added: “There’s 
some evidence that in conversation with 
Arm-strong someone said a landing would be 
‘a giant leap’. But in the 60 hours closeted in 
that tiny spacecraft with two companions, 
Armstrong gave no hint what he would say.” 

In fact, it may never have been Armstrong 
who became the first man to step onto the 
Moon, but for the men at the top of Nasa, 
who felt he was a better role model than 
Buzz Aldrin, Mr Tumill revealed. 

He said the bulky Press Kit and Flight 
Plan he picked up as he arrived at 
Cape Canaveral for the launch contained a 
big surprise. 

“I’d had a top level briefing weeks before 
that Buzz Aldrin would be first to step on the 
Moon. Armstrong, as commander would fol¬ 
low the naval tradition of being last to leave 
‘the ship’. 


“I’d done broadcasts to that effect and the 
Sunday Times even ran a competition about 
who would be first. 

“Now, the Press Kit and Flight Plan both 
showed Armstrong as the first to descend 
from the Lunar Module to the lunar surface. 
Why the change? 

“The public affairs people waved the mat¬ 
ter aside. It wasn’t important. It was really 
an engineering decision: the way the door of 
the Lunar Module opened inwards made it 
more practical for Armstrong to egress first.” 

But the real reasoning was because of a 
preference for Armstrong over Aldrin, Mr 
Tumill claimed: “Nasa chiefs of course had 
been less than honest about it. The top exec¬ 
utives had met and decided that just like 
Lindberg, who’d been the first to make a solo 
flight across the Atlantic, the first man on 
the Moon would be an immortal. 

“And they thought the calm, reticent 
Armstrong was more suitable than the 
rather abrasive Aldrin to carry the fame that 
would follow. They’d then told Deke Slayton, 
the Chief Astronaut, to find a technical rea¬ 
son for the change.” 

In spite of its huge eagerness to fulfil 
President John F Kennedy’s 1961 goal of 
sending astronauts to the Moon before the 
end of the decade, Nasa also had a lot of con¬ 
cerns about the risk of the space travellers 
becoming ill during transit, or becoming 
infected by some sort of lunar bug. 

Tumill said one of his most satisying 
scoops before the landing came from chatting 
to Dr Charles Berry, the astronauts’ person¬ 
al physician. 

“He mentioned that Nasa had invited 
President Nixon to have dinner with the 
astronauts the night before the launch. 
He’d pointed out that this would seriously 
prejudice his ‘preventive medicine policy’, 
aimed at ensuring the astronauts did 
not catch a cold during the mission, and 
making it certain that any infections they 
brought back came from the Moon and were 
not pre-flight infections. 

“There was much alarm when I raised this 
with Nasa executives, who tossed it to and 
fro and issued a statement saying Dr Berry’s 
view was only a recommendation. But in fact 
Dr Berry had made it impossible for the din¬ 
ner to take place, and my story about the 
man who forbade the President from coming 
to dinner made headlines around the world.” 

In 1970, Mr Tumill was the first to break 
the news that Apollo 13 almost met with dis¬ 
aster while 200,000 miles away from Earth 
on its way to the Moon.

Branching out into juicy fruit 


RACHEL McATHY bites into a capital 
crop with a trip to Brogdale Fruit Farm 


"KENT, sir - everybody knows Kent - apples, cher¬ 
ries, hops and women." 

Apples and Kent have gone together since the days of Charles 
Dickens and the Pickwick Papers, and still today, the county is 
renowned for its high quality orchards. 

The Garden of England's nickname as the 'apple capital' began 
with the founding of the first apple and cherry orchards at 
Teynham, during Henry VIII's reign. 

This was followed with mass investment in orchards at the 
end of the 17th century, which led to the creation of fruit-grow¬ 
ing patches in mid Kent and the Medway Valley. 

Improved transport along the River Medway meant apples 
could easily be shipped to Rochester, before going on to London, 
where the prime consumers lived and worked. 

By the end of the 19th century, Kent boasted thousands of 
acres of apple orchards. 

Since then, the region has also aimed to provide a safe haven 
for the development and testing of new varieties. 

None more so than at the 150-acre Brogdale Farm near 
Faversham, which has been home to the National Fruit Collection 
since the early 1950s. 

This houses a total of 3,200 varieties from all over the 
world, 650 of which are British, and is one of the largest col¬ 


lections of fruit varieties in the world. It also plays a scientific 
purpose by providing a genetic bank to help preserve varieties. 

As well as the popular British ones, Kent also grows its very 
own native assortment of apples. This includes the Beauty of 
Kent, Maidstone Favourite and Faversham Creek. 

One of the county's most popular native varieties is the simply 
named, Kent, a mix between the American Jonathan and the 
Cox's Orange Pippin. 

Ted Hobday, chief guide at Brogdale, explained why Kent has a 
history of successful apple growing. 

"The county has the right climate conditions for it," he said. 
"Apples need sun, rain, good soil and good drainage. We also have 
the cold winters for them to sleep through. Kent has it all." 

But, although many of Kent's apples go on to be enjoyed just 
as they are, others can be transformed into refreshing juices or 
smooth ciders. 


At Owl House Fruit Farm in Lamberhurst, they produce a 
range of apple juices from the products of their orchards, 
designed to ensure the just-picked flavour of the fruit is main¬ 
tained. 

After being collected, all their apples are washed and inspect¬ 
ed and taken to the mill. 

Here they are crushed and the pulp is drawn between two con¬ 
verging belts and passed through a series of rollers, gently 
squeezing the juice from the fruit. 

Whether you prefer it as a crispy fruit or in its liquid refresh¬ 
ment form, Kent continues to provide some of the best spots to 
farm apples, focused on its two fruit-belts in mid Kent and the 
Low Weald. 

And while there has been a significant drop in the acreage of 
orchards in past years, the county still remains England's premier 
apple-growing region. 



Kentish apple and 
cinnamon muffins 


Makes 10/12 

9oz (250g) plain flour, 3 tsp (15ml) baiting powder, 
l/2tsp salt, 11/2 tsp mixed spice (or mix cinnamon, nut¬ 
meg, ginger and cloves), 4oz (llOg) white granulated 
sugar, 1 egg, 5 fl oz milk, 3 fl oz corn oil, 6oz (170g) apple 
peeled, cored and grated or chopped 

In a bowl mix together all the dry ingredients, leaving a hole 
in the middle. Mix all the wet ingredients and apple together 
separately. Pour the wet mixture into the dry mixture and stir 
until just combined. 

Spoon into muffin tins and sprinkle with Demerara sugar. 
Bake in an oven on 190-200C, or gas mark 5, for 20 to 25 
minutes.

Lesser of two evils 

WITH conflicting reports and advice about 
giving antivirals to children it is no wonder that 
parents have been left confused and concerned. 

A report in the British Medical Journal 
questioned the effectiveness of the drugs and 
two studies by the Health Protection Agency 
found more than half of children given 
Tamiflu experienced side effects such as 
nausea and nightmares. But it is important 
to note the BMJ study was based on seasonal 
flu and not swine flu. The HPA reports were 
carried out at the beginning of the pandemic 
and when Tamiflu was given to everyone who 
had been in contact with a confirmed case. 

It is right to take notice of these studies and 
more research is clearly needed. However, at 
the moment we have to work with what we 
have. Cases of swine flu have dropped over 
the past weeks, but when the schools go back 
in September it is predicted to increase again. 

Although in most cases swine flu is a mild 
illness and patients are better in a few days, 
it can be serious and complications can 
include pneumonia, severe asthma and even 
death. Now, of course, no-one wants their 
child to suffer from nausea or nightmares, 
but surely the complications associated with 
swine flu are far worse? 

It is a choice for parents, but the fact that 
measles is now on the increase after nearly 
being eliminated due to now disproved 
reports that the MMR vaccine was linked to 
autism, shows how far scare-stories can go. 

There are bound to be concerns and the 
temptation is to wait until there is some kind 
of definitive answer, but we are in the middle 
of a pandemic now. It may be better to risk a 
chance your child will react badly to Tamiflu 
rather than risk a severe reaction to swine flu.

Singing the same song 

Paul Cumberland would 

like to see bird lovers 
unite for sake of species 


CONSERVATION is a 
very vexed issue. 

Different groups start from dif¬ 
ferent angles and each party 
wants conservation to work for 
their own specific interest. 

Wouldn’t it be better if all the 
different interests came together 
and worked for wildlife as a 
whole, thus benefiting each 
other’s passion. 

As the Birds and Countryside 
Show is based around birds let us 
look at three groups of bird 
lovers: the birdwatcher, the avi- 
culturalist and the hunter. 

One man who embodies all 
these groups was the late Sir 
Peter Scott. As an artist and 
broadcaster he travelled the 
world looking at birds and he 
became interested in captive 
breeding. Having set up the 
Wildfowl and Wetland Trust he 
became expert in breeding ducks, 
geese and swans and went on to 
save the Hawaiian nene goose 
from extinction. 

Today the white-headed duck is 
threatened by inter-breeding 
with the introduced North 
American ruddy duck. As in the 
case of most ducks, they produce 
strong viable hybrids. 

To preserve the white-headed 
duck population in Spain, here in 
Britain the ruddy duck and the 
hybrids are being culled. The 
rights and wrongs of the culling 
is another debate, but without it 
we could lose this smallest of 
stiff-tails. If everyone worked 


together the birdwatcher could 
inform the shooter of the pres¬ 
ence of ruddy duck or hybrids, 
thus working together for the 
conservation of the white-headed 
duck. 

The cirl bunting is another 
British bird in trouble. There 
have been attempts by conserva¬ 
tionists to breed cirl buntings in 
captivity. It failed because of the 
lack of captive breeding knowl¬ 
edge. Why were the avi-cultural- 
ists not consulted? 

They have the knowledge and 
experience of breeding buntings 
in captivity and would probably 
have jumped at the chance to 
undertaken the challenge. 

Birdwatchers study the move¬ 
ment, numbers and breeding 
patterns of birds, but there are 
large areas of land that they do 
not have access to. 

Gamekeepers and farmers 
cover great tracts of this land and 
have an intimate knowledge of 
the wildlife living on it, but are 
not encouraged to share this 
information. 

I wonder how many rare birds 
are missed each year because 
those with the knowledge are 


never informed about an 
odd bird in the area. From my 
own knowledge the love of birds 
runs deep in all three groups. 

I believe that aviary culture 
can play a massive part in con¬ 
servation. I recognize many peo¬ 
ple are against keeping birds in 
cages, but I sense this is chang¬ 
ing, especially among organisa¬ 
tions involved in conservation. 

They are beginning to see the 
advantages of captive bred birds 
being used in reintroduction pro¬ 
grammes, although there are still 
many voices against the pet 
trade in birds rather than for 
expanding the knowledge base of 
breeding birds in captivity. 

It seems to me there is an 
opportunity, with 192 birds on 
the endangered list, for profes¬ 
sionally paid bird breeders to 
restore these numbers. 

The knowledge and skills are 
out there. 

I have a system that could be 
put in place, not just for birds but 
all livestock, to enable anyone to 
keep anything over time subject 
to their level of expertise. 

The control of imports of birds 
would be made easier, as would 



the prosecution of anyone not 
abiding by the rules. 

I accept and understand that 
some of the hunters, bird keepers 
and birdwatchers would not 
want to be associated with the 
other groups, but they should not 
be able stop the rest from work¬ 
ing together. 

In September I’m holding a 
Birds and Countryside Show in 
Kent. This show brings together 
those that enjoy birds in the 
many ways that a bird can touch 
our lives. 

Have a family day out to see 
and find out about how birds and 
their behaviour can enhance 
your life. 

We look forward to sharing with 
you the delights of the Birds and 
Countryside Show at the Friars, 
Aylesford, near Maidstone, on 
September 12-13. 

We’re holding this show because 
I feel that if everyone with an 
interest in birds worked together 
conservation would benefit and I 
hope this show will help to break 
down those barriers.

They seemed unable to face up to the 
simple fact that traditional shopping 
centres are never going to recover to their 
old levels. 

Now that consumers have got used to 
convenient shopping in properly designed 
out-of-town centres there will be no going 
back to the old way.

Strangely enough, it’s the newer develop¬ 
ments at the western end that are the 
grimmest. It’s a shame that some of the 
£15 million being squandered on the 
Turner art gallery couldn’t have been spent 
on replacing this eyesore with something 
that would attract rather than repel.

Dreaming of ideas 

The following is a suggestion about 
Dreamland that hopefully would prevent any 
future mishap on the Scenic Railway affect¬ 


ing the workshop and rolling stock. 

The idea that I should like to put forward 
would be to supplement the existing work¬ 
shop with a remote workshop (perhaps situ¬ 
ated in the Dreamland main building), with a 
siding linking it to the present workshop site; 
as this siding would cross areas of the park 
where visitors would be walking, the track 
would either be laid in the style of a level 
crossing or be laid in the slightly different 
format of a tramway. 

The scenic railway rolling stock would then 
be shunted to and from the remote depot by 
either a small four-wheel battery loco (eg, a 
Greenbat) or a small four-wheel petrol or 
diesel loco (eg, a Simplex). Any other tradi¬ 
tional rollercoasters imported into a future 
Dreamland should be made to mn on the 
same track gauge and be connected to the 
central workshop in the same way. 

It should not be possible to argue that this 
would detract from the historic nature of the 
Scenic Railway as the existing workshop 
would remain for storage and some light 
maintenance, but the track at the exit would 
split two ways; one direction would lead as at 
present out on to the rollercoaster circuit, 
while the other direction would lead on to the 
trackwork leading to the central workshops. 

This would have two advantages: not only 
would workshops and rolling stock be more 
likely to be kept safe in the event of a mishap 
on the rollercoaster structure, but also the 
locomotive shunting of rolling stock to and 
from a central workshop would cause tradi¬ 
tional rollercoasters to be taken more serious¬ 
ly by the railway enthusiast movement, 
including bodies such as the Narrow Gauge 
Railway Society, as well as the various 
monthly magazines. 

This, in turn, would open up more support 
for the project for the heritage amusement 
park for Dreamland. 

I hope these comments will be considered 
helpful.

Signs recession is 
beginning to slow 


By ALEX HOAD 


THE number of failing businesses 
in the region has continued to rise, 
but the rate of increase has slowed 
considerably this quarter - leading 
to talk the recession may be bot- 
toming-out. 

A new report from business information 
provider Equifax showed that while year-on- 
year figures showed the number of businesses 
going under was up almost 40 per cent, the 
rate of increase from the first quarter to quar¬ 
ter two had almost come to a standstill. 

Neil Munroe, External Affairs Director of 
Equifax, believes UK businesses may be start¬ 
ing to recover from the sharp downturn which 
started in the middle of 2008. 

He said: “While the year-on-year figures are 
pretty stark this is not surprising - in quarter 
two last year the downturn had only just start¬ 
ed to hit companies. 

“But I believe it is actually more relevant to 
look at how businesses are faring quarter by 
quarter this year. 

“Our figures show that overall there was 
only a 2.2 per cent increase in businesses going 
under in quarter two compared to quarter one, 
and in the South East there was a quarter-on- 
quarter rise of just 1.8 per cent.” 

Mr Munroe warned: “Undoubtedly the reces¬ 
sion is still having an enormous impact on 
business fortunes with many organisations 
simply unable to survive against the 
onslaught of falling sales and restricted access 
to funding to cover the cash-flow gaps. 

“But our figures seem to suggest that we 
could have hit the bottom by the time we 
reached the end of the second quarter and in 
some areas there is an improvement, albeit 
small.” 

He added: “Of course, the next question has 
to be whether we are going to see the sus¬ 
tained upturn of a V-shaped recession or 


whether this is just a small pre-summer blip 
and failures increase again, more typical of W- 
shaped recession.” 

Equifax’s Business Failures Report also 
showed the sectors hit the earliest and hardest 
in the recession appear to be starting to turn 
the comer. 


Retail has shown the greatest improvement, 
with a near 12 per cent drop in failures quar¬ 
ter on quarter, and wholesale has also 
improved with a 5.1 per cent drop in business¬ 
es going under. 

In construction a 4.1 per cent drop in failures 
seems to suggest the sector is also starting to 


recover, while transport and communications 
saw a four per cent drop in failures from quar¬ 
ter one to quarter two. 

The only sectors still stmggling are services, 
with a near 11 per cent increase in failures 
quarter on quarter, and manufacturing, with a 
rise of almost three per cent.

Card debts 
set to cause 
even more 


financial 

headaches

WITH unemployment expected 
to top four million and many 
households already suffering 
from reduced income, there are 
fears that massive credit-card 
debts could trigger more eco¬ 
nomic turmoil. 

Britain, where consumer debt in propor¬ 
tion to income has climbed above 170 per 
cent, is seen as more vulnerable to such a cri¬ 
sis than European countries and the United 
States, where the International Monetary 
Fund fears 14 per cent of consumer debt will 
turn sour. 

The IMF believes consumer debt losses in 
Europe could hit £1.5bn - much of it in 
Britain. 

A lot of this debt, such as sub-prime mort¬ 
gages, was securitised - passed on to new 


holders - and the Financial Times warned 
that the impact could extend beyond banks, 
possibly hitting insurance companies and 
pension funds. 

Our plastic-fuelled spending spree is 
unravelling fast. Outstanding card debt tops 
£64 billion, but with average interest rates at 
18 per cent - or 36 times current Bank base 
rate - that’s a big strain on the 40 per cent of 
card-holders who pay interest on outstand¬ 
ing balances. 

Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk 
believes that card companies may have kept 
their rates high in defence against the loom¬ 
ing problems. 

He said: “If the debt situation worsens, 
rates could top 18 per cent. I see big write¬ 
offs coming, as an increasing trend.” 

Over two years, the noose has slowly 
drawn tighter on those who have overspent. 
The old trick - keep switching debt to new 
cards with 0 per cent balance transfers - is 
harder to pull off as providers tighten terms. 

Capital One, a leading provider, has with¬ 
drawn 0 per cent balance transfers altogeth¬ 
er. Barclaycard’s 0 per cent offer on balance 
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transfers is down from 14 months to 12 and 
other providers - including Royal Bank of 
Scotland and its brands, and HSBC - restrict 
balance transfers to existing customers. 

“Nearby everybody who could qualify for 
Virgin Money’s 0 per cent balance transfer for 
16 months has probably got it by now,” 
Hagger says. “It’s been the first port of call for 
a long time.” 

Hagger notes that a few products remain 
for clients with good credit records: 
Santander’s 0 per cent balance transfers runs 
for 15 months, while two others offer 0 per 
cent for 13 months - Halifax Mastercard and 
BT Visa Credit Card. 

Daniella Lipszyc, solicitor and director at 
Ultimate Law, which advises card-holders in 
trouble, fears that some consumers face 50 
years of suffocating debt. 

“Introductory offers, such as 0 per cent bal¬ 
ance transfers and 0 per cent APR for the 
first few months, get consumers signed up,” 
she says. 

“Many don’t realise that once the initial 
period of the agreement ends, rates can rock¬ 
et and interest payments can get out of hand. 

“It takes almost 50 years to clear a debt of 
£5,000 by making the minimum repayment 
each month, on a typical APR of 16.9 per cent. 
Over that time, you’ll pay a staggering 
£10,773.93 in interest.” 

Lipszyc argues 
that no 



signed and properly executed agreements 
were completed for many new cards. Some 
lenders see this will cause problems if cases 
go to court and are hiring debt collectors to 
pressurise clients at home and at work. 

“One of my clients has card debts of more 
than £150,000, but £10,000 is enough to get 
many into trouble,” she says. 

Card providers, for their part, are also 
under pressure: they have lost rich pickings 
from the sale of Payment Protection 
Insurance with cards due to new regulations, 
and have seen penalty charges, which they 
levy on late payers, cut by Government 
action. 

Spending power 

But they can always raise rates. Lipszyc 
believes card providers have “terrific free¬ 
doms” despite the new controls. 

“My husband had an AMEX card charging 
19.6 per cent which jumped to 26 per cent - a 
33 per cent rise - a few days after Bank base 
rate hit 0.5 per cent,” she says. 

As problems deepen, Lipszyc thinks 
providers may accept deals - perhaps accept¬ 
ing a portion of a £10,000 debt - to tidy the 
books. 

But the providers’ decision to raise the 
spending limit for many 

./ customers in 
recent months - 
without being asked to 
do so - could backfire badly. 
Price-comparison service 
uSwitch.com reckons 5.7 million 
people received

last year without being told about it, giving 
an average £1,538 per person for an extra 
£8.8bn of spending power. 

“In the current climate, you could be fooled 
into thinking that increasing spending limits 
is a good thing as it stops people going over 
the limit and incurring extra charges,” says 
uSwitch’s Louise Bond. 

“However, the issue is far more complicat¬ 
ed. Providers are taking away consumer 
choice by throwing extra credit at people 
without their consent. 

“Unless you regularly pay off your credit 
card bill in full, keeping high levels of debt on 
interest-bearing credit cards isn’t advisable. 
It’s an expensive form of borrowing.” 

Peter Harrison, credit-card specialist at 
Moneysupermarket.com, says consumers 
must be aware of different rates charged on 
balance transfers and new purchases. A 
tempting 0 per cent on balance transfers 
might run for 12 months, while new pur¬ 
chases incur interest charges after three 
months. 

Both Nationwide and SAGA cards, he says, 
offer a ‘positive hierarch/ of repayment - 
money paid back each month cuts debt 
attracting the highest rate of interest. 

“The fact is that many people who can’t 
repay debts intend to keep paying the mini¬ 
mum monthly sum required - usually one per 
cent to five per cent of outstanding balance - 
in the hope something turns up,” he says. 

“It isn’t really the best way forward. If you 
don’t begin to start paying debts off, lenders 
may be entitled to increase rates because of 
higher risk.” 

If you fear your card debts are out of con¬ 
trol, the experts urge you to seek help - either 
from the card provider, or a debt advisor. 

“The advantage of admitting problems is 
that the card provider is less likely to 
increase rates while the customer tries to sort 
things out,” says Harrison. 

“Those who bury their head in the sand to 
avoid the problem could be most at risk of los¬ 
ing their homes in the months ahead.”

Keeping your PPI 

If you think you have been mis-sold a policy, 
you can claim compensation. Find out how... 


THERE has been much confusion 
around Payment Protection 
Insurance (PPI) in recent months, 
and the fact is that everyone needs 
to educate themselves on what it is 
and whether you need it, to ensure 
that you are not being mis-sold to. 

If you think your policy has been mis-sold 
then there are steps you can take to ensure 
you get the compensation you deserve. 

Here Martyn Paddon, senior practice man¬ 
ager at Bromley-based MTA Solicitors, dispels 
some of the myths about PPI. 

WHAT IS PPI? 

There are around 20 million PPI policies in 
the UK, generating over £5 billion a year for 
the companies involved. The policies cover 
repayments in the event that you are made 
redundant or unable to work due to illness or 
injury. 

In many cases the policies are automatically 
added to a loan agreement regardless of 
whether the policy holder has requested one, 
and can increase the amount repayable by 
thousands of pounds over the life of the loan. 

Consumers are often unaware of this taking 
place and many people fall outside of the 
bracket for which the policy applies. For exam¬ 


ple if you are retired, self-employed or not 
reliant on an income, you may not need or ben¬ 
efit from PPI as for a large part these policies 
cover you if you are employed and lose your job 
through redundancy 

When you take out a loan there are strict 
laws dictating how the loan is sold to you, 
which are there to protect you from unfair 
practices. The selling of PPI policies is regulat¬ 
ed and falls within the Consumer Credit Act, 
which can be complex, so it is the lender who 
has to ensure that policies are sold correctly. 

If the correct process has not been adhered 
to the PPI policy could be mis-sold and you 
may be entitled to a refund of the policy, plus 
interest. Also many sellers are paid commis¬ 
sion on the sale, so are keen for you to take on 
Payment Protection Insurance regardless of 
whether you actually need it. 

The financial regulator has been fining PPI 
companies for “not treating customers fairly”, 
plus the Competition Commission has investi¬ 
gated the market and has placed a number of 
demands on lenders to curb these unscrupu¬ 
lous practices. But this comes as little relief to 
those consumers who have already been mis- 
sold PPL 

WHAT TO DO IF YOU THINK YOUR 
POLICY HAS BEEN MIS-SOLD 

There are hundreds of thousands of poten¬ 
tial mis-sold policies out there and it is possi¬ 


ble to seek compensation on mis-sold PPI 
going back six years. So what are the options 
if you think you may have been a victim of 
mis-selling? 

The biggest hurdle is knowing whether 
you’ve been mis-sold PPI in the first place. You 
may have taken out loans in the past and have 
no knowledge of whether the lender has even 
sold you PPI, as they may have wrapped this 
into the re-payment figure without you even 
realising. Often this can be ascertained by 
examining your loan documents carefully 

Many people embark on their own battle to 
try and recoup the money they have already 
paid on mis-sold insurance but lenders can 
drag their heels, only paying out the minimum 
(with no interest), or simply refusing to pay 
out at all. People then give up, thinking this is 
the maximum to be repaid, or that there isn’t 
a case to be won. However getting some profes¬ 
sional legal support at this stage would 
increase the likelihood that they would receive 
a lot more. 

Choosing the services of claims management 
companies, who now offer PPI reclaiming serv¬ 
ices, needs to be thoroughly investigated 
before proceeding. Many of these companies 
have simply jumped on the bandwagon with¬ 
out the expertise and it’s probably best to 
tread cautiously Some charge an upfront fee 
which should not be necessary

Despite all the negativity around PPI, it is 
a very valid insurance if sold correctly, and 
should you need to make a claim, can mean 
the difference between losing everything and 
retaining your lifestyle.

Money fraud figures 
double in South East 



DODGY DEALS: Hard times mean more people are driven to fraud by personal pressures, 
and more investors are willing to believe in bogus cooked-up investment schemes

BIG-MONEY fraud is at its highest 
level in decades and has almost 
doubled in a year in the South East. 

The news comes from research by global 
financial powerhouse KPMG Forensic, which 
also revealed more than half the fraud in the 
UK by value takes place in the region. 

More than 160 cases of serious fraud with 
charges of over £100,000 came before the 
courts in the first half of the year - the highest 
number in any six-month period since KMPG 
launched its fraud barometer 21 years ago. 

The South East remains the UK’s fraud 
hotspot, with 63 serious frauds taking place in 
the first six months of the year - up from 38 in 
the same period in 2008. 

The value of the frauds was more than £350m 
- more than half of the UKs overall total. 

Among the Kent cases were an Ightham 
man who claimed he was a land developer 
earning £90,000 a year to obtain two false 
mortgages worth £346,000. 

A Swanley mechanic was implicated in a 
£38m stolen car ring, while two employees of a 
Kent insurer lodged bogus claims to defraud 
their employer of £462,000. 

Investors were the biggest victims, losing 
£320m - mainly to professional gangs, which 
accounted for £450m of fraud nationwide. 

Company managers were also responsible 
for defrauding their employers of £150m in 32 
cases throughout the UK 


Over a quarter of cases, worth £lllm, were 
committed against financial institutions. 

Commenting on the figures, Hitesh Patel, 
partner at KPMG Forensic, said: “These fig¬ 
ures are bad, but the worst is yet to come. 

“It will be a number of years before the 
impact of the recession fully feeds through into 
the fraud statistics. 


“Hard times mean more people are driven to 
fraud by personal pressures, and more 
investors are willing to believe in cooked-up 
investment schemes. 

“Companies too remain vulnerable to the 
threat within - their staff - as evidenced by 
the £150m of fraud that managers have been 
tried for in the last six months alone.”

Retailing in the recession 


David Garrard, associate director and retail 
negotiator working at the Maidstone office of 
Christie + Co, shares his thoughts on the 
corporate retail property sector in the South East 


BUSINESSES in the retail sector, 
be it convenience store, off-licence, 
forecourt or newsagent, are cer¬ 
tainly not immune to the global 
financial crisis we currently find 
ourselves dealing with, but are 
proving less susceptible than busi¬ 
nesses in other areas of the retail 
market. 

Although average property values in the 
retail sector fell across the UK in 2008, they 
did so at a much more modest rate than those 
reported in other business property sectors, for 
example what pubs and hotels witnessed. 

This trend has been maintained across the 
South East retail market over the last six 
months, demonstrating the sector’s resilience 
and showing that levels of confidence remain 
high amongst established operators and first¬ 
time buyers. 

Many business owners we talk to indicate 
that turnovers have remained steady, although 
there has been some pressure on margins, 
while some have witnessed an increase in 
turnover. Despite all the economic pressures, it 
should be remembered that convenience stores, 
etc, generally provide staple products which 
consumers buy on a regular basis. 


The fact that transactional levels have 
remained fairly stable also shows that inde¬ 
pendent operators clearly continue to believe 
in their ability to build successful local retail 
businesses. 

We are also seeing that buyers with commer¬ 
cial or residential portfolios are taking a long¬ 
term view of their assets in the hope they 
rebuild their value- they are also looking for 
cash-generating businesses. These predomi¬ 
nantly cash-rich buyers, who have been sitting 
on the sidelines for the last eight months, have 
steadily come back into the market looking for 
opportunities where they can add value. 

With banks becoming increasingly strin¬ 
gent regarding their lending criteria, estab¬ 
lished local operators are also taking advan¬ 
tage of a reduction in competition from 
national operators and declines in values, to 
enhance their estates. The banks are seem¬ 
ingly more willing to back those with existing 
successful operations. 

An operator’s ability to make his store a vital 
part of the local community has never been 
more important. The economic slowdown has 
provided switched-on retailers, across all our 
sectors, with opportunities to develop their 
operations. Well-run businesses, which pro¬ 
vide a valuable offer to their local communities 
— including good product availability and a 
speedy service with a personal touch — can

still generate sales, especially as consumers 
cut down on luxury items and concentrate on 
necessities. 

The first half of the year has continued to 
highlight the fact that people’s appetite for 
this ever-changing market remains strong. 
Despite the doom and gloom being propagat¬ 
ed by national media regarding the commer¬ 
cial property market at present, there are 
still plenty of people looking to buy both free¬ 
hold and leasehold opportunities in the retail 
sector.

Get ready for 
the gold rush

WHEN full-page adverts claim the 
price of gold has soared 30 per cent 
in the past six months alone, it isn’t 
only those facing big debts or mort¬ 
gage arrears who are tempted to 
turn old heirlooms and unwanted 
gifts into cash. 

Strictly speaking, the claim isn’t true. Gold is 
down about 18 per cent on the £700 level seen 
in February, while the dollar price is down 
from 1,006 to 955 in the same period. But this 
is unlikely to deter sellers who need cash. 

Earlier this year, gold achieved its highest- 
ever price against sterling, the euro, the Swiss 
franc and the dollar in Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand - indeed just about everywhere 
except for the Japanese yen and the US dollar. 

After years of steely jewellers looking dis- 
missively at a well-worn keepsake and advis¬ 
ing desperate owners not to waste their time, 
the internet is creating a world where it is 
much easier to turn surplus items into cash. 

With British Government debt soaring 
towards a trillion pounds, Adrian Ash, head of 
research at BullionVault, the UK’s leading 
online service for gold bullion investment, 
reckons the craze for turning valuable metals 
into cash may be only just beginning. 

“When Cash4Gold, a big American company, 
gets going in Britain, you could see quite an 
impact on this business,” he says. 

“These boys are big enough to take a two- 
minute advertisement in the Superbowl. A sig¬ 
nificant amount of the booming level of scrap- 
gold supply may be down to the model they’ve 
established. 

“Theirs is an impressive business model: 
heavy advertising, an efficient collection/distri¬ 
bution network and a cheque rapidly dis¬ 
patched for vendors.” 

Website CashYourgoldNow.co.uk, which 
promises a “fast, efficient and very discreet” 


service, is likely to feel the draught as the 
Americans arrive. 

Its selling angle is that any unwanted old 
jewellery can be turned into instant cash for a 
holiday, a new outfit, bills or a special occasion. 

The argument is a timely one because gold 
has been a relatively steady store of value 
through 18 months of financial turmoil which 
has wiped nearly £9 trillion off global share 
values. Most other investments, apart from 
US Treasury bonds, have headed south. 

Jewellery 

Ash says the “scrap side” of gold sales 
boomed globally in the first quarter of 2009, 
with a total value of 500-1,000 metric tonnes 
sold by owners seeking cash. 

If private sales continued at levels seen ear¬ 
lier this year, the scrap side could soon gener¬ 
ate more gold than the 2,500 tonnes annually 
produced by commercial mines. 

“Heavy selling by private owners in Asia and 
the Far East is normal and what you would 
expect,” Ash says. 

“There is no banking network in rural India, 
so farmers turn profits into gold, not rupees, 
and then sell heavy ‘investment jewellery’ for 
cash in the planting season. 

“What’s new is the volume of old jewellery 
coming out of Western households. It is being 
sold off in greater volumes than at any time 
since the recession of 1979-81.” 

However, Ash thinks second-quarter sales 


might actually fall: gold prices tend to drift in 
summer, and sales have attracted less media 
coverage lately. 

It is also possible, he thinks, that households 
have dumped items they thought about selling 
for years. Websites offer easier access to buy¬ 
ers, and a cleaner sale. 

But are people selling too cheaply? 

Krista Waddell at Ounces to Pounds, which 
organises ‘Gold Parties’, claims her ‘tupper- 
ware-style’ events in London, Birmingham, 
Manchester, Leeds and Scotland pay out 
£50,000 per week. 

“Cash4Gold is short-changing Britain,” she 
claims. “Its margin is chewed away on TV 
advertising and profit, and not put in the pock¬ 
ets of British consumers. 

“With our parties, people see what they are 
getting, without delay. They get a good price 
there and then for unwanted gold, platinum 
and silver. No waiting, no hassle.” 

Waddell says her customers, mainly 45-plus 
and mostly women, are not turning valuables 
into cash to pay the rent. 

“They have stuff sitting around and no other 
sales outlet, and they won’t use pawnbrokers,” 
she says. 

“Often, they bought items in the 1980s when 
gold was a third of the price it is today. If they 
sell today at 50 per cent of value, they still 
make money. It’s a fun evening, and it’s an 
unusual sale which puts cash in your pocket!” 

But even these sellers may regret their

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actions later, say 
lenders who accept your valuables as security 
for a loan and return them when the loan is 
redeemed. 

Paul Aitken at leading online asset lender 
Borro.com says he has been following this 
market closely since it began in the United 
States 18 months ago. 

“Too many people accept offers of 20-30 
pence in the pound. Those who see jewellery 
as a way of getting money should consider all 
other options first. 

“We can usually lend more money than 
they will get from a sale. They can come 
back, perhaps within two months, and have 
their goods back after we deduct interest. 

“In close to 90 per cent of cases we take on, 
the customer gets back whatever item they 
have pledged. But this is a solution to short¬ 
term money problems, not long-term ones.” 

Aitken says that when such artifacts are 
melted down for their precious metals, any 
intrinsic value, both in workmanship and 
sentiment, is destroyed. 

“If you need money in a hurry, don’t sell 
under distress at a gold party because you are 


unlikely to get the best price.” 

Aitken says ‘asset lending 5 is much easier 
since the internet reduced the need to find a 
pawnbroker: just go online, find out what an 
item is worth, send it off in a secure envelope 
and the cash is ready in 24 hours. 

However, Borro charges four per cent a 
month on a loan of £1,000. Over six months, 
a £1,000 loan costs £300 interest. 

Of course, any owner of valuable goods 
should think carefully before they sell. 

Mark Gettinby, director of intune, the 
financial services arm of Help The Aged, says 
it is important to be aware of security as you 
will be dealing with people you don’t know. 

“If selling goods online, never give out bank 
details and make sure you wait for any 
cheques to clear before parting with the 
goods,” he advises. 

“If people come to your house to pick up 
items, arrange a time when you are not 
alone. And if you’re not selling goods through 
an auction marketplace, it’s always worth 
getting a second opinion on the price offered 
to verify you’re getting the best possible 
price.”

Save by buying a car

BUY a car in a recession? 

It sounds mad, but there might never be a 
better time for some of us. 

With savings accounts earning so little, you 
might make more by saving a huge wedge on 
a new car thanks to big discounts at the 
moment. 

Fact is, there has been much hype about the 
Government-sponsored Scrappage scheme 
(see later story), but dealers have been knock¬ 
ing cash off cars for months - whether you 
have a 10-year-old ‘scrapper’ to trade or not. 

There are other deals that can be factored in 
too, such as zero or low rate finance. 

And don’t forget to ask for trimmings like a 
tank of fuel, car mats or discounts on any add¬ 
ons you fancy. 

Do your homework though to ensure you are 
not buying an unpopular engine or trim 
combination or, worse, a car on ‘run-out’ 
where production ceased a while ago. 

After all, you don’t want to trade 
your old gas guzzler for another 
just as thirsty or likely to depreci¬ 
ate badly. 

Buy wisely though and your new 
vehicle could save on fuel, insur¬ 
ance, road tax and even deprecia¬ 
tion, though cars always devalue 
unless they achieve classic status. 

You can also afford to congratulate 
yourself for ditching something less efficient in 
favour of a modem and more eco-friendly 
model. 

On the other hand, review your part- 
exchange; you might have lost tons on that big 
4x4, but work out the running costs for the 
next three years - they might be much less 


than the cost of replacing it. 

Road tax also favours downsizing - gas guz¬ 
zling limos or 4x4s face £950 a year road tax 
from next year - but this is still a small part of

the motoring budget for most of us. 

Many superminis sit in the lowest road tax 
band of £35 a year and though you might be 
tempted by new tax-exempt diesel eco models, 
just check the price against a standard ver¬ 
sion. 

The eco supermini might save £105 road tax 
over three years, but how much will you pay 
upfront for it? A lot more and you might not 
think the driving experience is worth paying 
extra for either. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; the 
fuel is still cheaper and makes sense for lower 
mileage users, while emission and consump¬ 
tion levels are closing the gap on their heavier 
diesel equivalents.

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Smarter driving 
for better saving

DOWNSIZING to a more fuel 
and tax efficient car must be just 
part of your recession-busting 
motoring plan. 

The next stage involves smarter driving 
and journey planning and getting fitter by 
walking and cycling instead of using the car 
for short journeys - cold engines waste fuel 
and produce 60 per cent more emissions 
than warm ones. 

Short trips also mean more servicing and 
engine wear - a moped or motorcycle might 
be a better option. 

If you must drive, follow these tips from 
the Institute of Advanced Motorists and 
RAC Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the direct route - a sat nav can 
help - and go off peak if possible. Commuters 
should think about car sharing, Park and 
Ride bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines waste at least ten per cent 
more fuel and catalytic converters only clean 
emissions when properly maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres wear 
faster, waste fuel, are dangerous and con¬ 
tribute to a growing environmental problem. 
Check pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save and stay legal. 
Feather the throttle at cruising speed; 
56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel than 
70mph and a smoother driving style saves 
fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 
at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use and keep windows 
closed to avoid drag and wasted fuel. Remove 
unnecessary and heavy boot luggage and 


wide wheels and tyres that add rolling 
resistance. Air conditioning costs fuel too so 
try to use the fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘city diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul¬ 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to 
LPG (liquid petroleum gas) - half the price of 
petrol and with lower emissions. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 


and then having to brake suddenly. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and bum more fuel carrying more 
weight than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

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Scrapheap banger is motoring ahead 


AFTER a shaky start, the 
Government’s £2,000-a-go Scrapp- 
age incentive is purring like a 
sports car. 

It has been so successful that the £300 mil¬ 
lion fund set aside by the Treasury could be 
exhausted before the official cut-off date next 
March. 

So, while there is some talk of a top-up dona¬ 
tion, get your order in now if you fancy swap¬ 
ping your banger - firm orders will be hon¬ 
oured even if the delivery of the new car is 
delayed. 

The donor car must have been registered 
before 31 August 1999 and your name must 
have been on the V5 ‘logbook’ for 12 months 
before the date your new car order is placed. 

For their part, carmakers have mostly 
embraced the deal after initial disappoint-

ment that they would be expected to con¬ 
tribute half of each ‘£2,000 Government 
Scrappage grant’ and noting that the Treasury 
would claw back some of its money through 
VAT on each car sale. 

Some brands have even put extra money on 
the table on top of their £1,000 per unit as well 
as extra specification and zero per cent finance 
- though this is no big deal when interest 
rates are so low. 

On the other hand, consumers with savings 
will know they are receiving precious little 
return and be tempted to seek a psychological 
boost from buying a new motor that should be 
cheaper to fuel and tax. 

And don’t be despondent if not in a position 
to take advantage of Scrappage; with the 


exception of city cars and superminis, you 
should get a hefty discount on most new cars 
in the current climate without needing a 
banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for a 
while though, do your research. You will have 
heard that diesel cars now outsell petrol, but 
that is not the full picture. 

They cost more and the extra weight can be 
wearing and intrusive in the smaller cars 
most in demand now and you need to cover 
many miles to recover the extra upfront out¬ 
lay. 

Meanwhile, petrol is making a comeback 
with lighter, small capacity turbocharged 
engines able to deliver diesel pulling power 
and lower emissions. 

You might also consider a hybrid, but these 
cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

IT’S tough at the top. 

Germany’s prestige triumvirate - Mercedes- 
Benz, Audi and BMW - are all giving their 
dealers headaches with ever increasing model 
line-ups. 

That means more showroom space needed, 
more demonstrator cars and more workshop 
training, but this does allow a brand to cater 
for just about every well-heeled customer’s 
tastes. 

And that person’s latest whim could be a five- 
door hatchback, the sort of car that sells in 
droves with a Ford or Vauxhall badge on the 
bonnet, but not something the German trio has 
deigned to offer before. 

Versatility 

They are now though: Audi will soon launch a 
car looking suspiciously like a five-door hatch, 
but called the A5 SportBack and BMW will do 
the same with the lavishly labelled 5-Series 
Gran Turismo. 

There is logic to their moves though as new 
car buyers - even the Americans - start to think 
about downsizing. 

Both cars give buyers of the brands’ bigger 
cars a chance to trade down without loss of 
style, while hatchback versatility balances the 
loss of a bigger boot. 

The BMW also has the cachet of a back end 
that can open either as a boot or as a full hatch, 


though its designers won’t like the fact that this 
feature can be bought for half the price on 
Skoda’s value brand Superb executive flagship 
that arrived a year earlier. 

For the BMW won’t be cheap; it is expected to 
head the all-new 5-Series range and, incidental¬ 
ly, its neat lines suggest that the saloon and 
estate versions will be more conventionally 
styled than the current 5-Series... hallelujah! 

The GT will be the advance guard, arriving in 
October and priced at 40-grand plus. 

BMW describes it as blending the “luxurious 
interior of a BMW 7-Series, while at the same 
time giving the functionality of a BMW 5-Series 
Touring or X5 (SUV)”. 

The GT can be specified with limo-style twin 
rear seats or three across the back, and these 
can slide to maximise legroom or boot space 
according to priority. 

They also fold, but I can’t honestly see many 


GT owners using this feature to help them cart 
stuff to the local household recycling site. 

Seeking to tick yet one more box with fick¬ 
le buyers, the seats are also raised slightly 
higher as if to tempt buyers switching from 
an SUV/4x4 style car, as well as aiding entry 
and exit. 

Three powertrains will be available at launch: 
a relatively frugal 2,993cc diesel - the likely 
bestseller by a mile - a 2,979cc petrol model 
that is slightly faster, but less economical, and 
an egomaniac’s V8. 

BMW is proud to boast that the V8 offers 
supercar performance, though electronically 
limited to a 155mph maximum anyway and 
with consumption that is increasingly hard to 
justify. One for the Americans?

Volvo C30 DRIVe 


VOLVO has embarked on a new 
environmental route with all the 
thoroughness employed when it 
tackled safety innovation. 

Though it claims to have been environmen¬ 
tally aware since the 1970s, the upmarket 
Swedish brand is looking at every alternative 
power source, including electric and hybrid 
models, but has taken its first step with a 
new eco-friendly DRIVe sub-brand. 

DRIVe also means reviewing and cutting 
energy used in production and recycling of the 
cars, as well as their lifetime running costs 
and emissions. 

For UK buyers, it means wind-cheating and 
modified diesel versions of familiar models 
that actually look a whole lot better than 
before, cost little more and feel good to drive - 
surely, having your cake and eating it? 

The best of the bunch is the new C30 DRIVe 
(from £15,995), making the most of that 
model’s distinctive coupe hatchback styling 
with trademark all-glass tailgate. 

It isn’t the most practical hatchback, but 
surely the most practical genuine coupe on 
the market and now one of the most energy- 
efficient and least polluting. You can even 
have it with Volvo’s tasteful ‘R-Design’ body 
kit comprising various spoilers, sideskirts and 
smart alloys. 

I found the C30’s sportiness barely affected 
by the DRIVe engine revisions and low-rolling 
resistance tyres, yet this car has an official 
combined fuel consumption of 62.8mpg - 72.4 
with the ‘Full Monty’ DRIVe package includ¬

ing Start/Stop to cut and smoothly re-start 
the engine in stop-go traffic. 

Emissions are impressively low; the stan¬ 


dard DRIVe emits 119g/km of C02 making it 
eligible for the lowest payable road tax of 
£35/year, while the Start/Stop version only 
just falls short of tax exemption with 104g/km, 
helped by under body aerodynamics, covered 
grille and rear spoiler plus diffuser. 

It also has a ‘regenerative charge’ feature, 
using the car’s own forward movement rather 
than engine power to recharge the battery. 

The smooth and well-soundproofed 109PS 
(108bhp) 1.6 diesel engine plus consumption 
and emissions figures are shared with the 
bigger S40 saloon and V50 estate DRIVe 
models - priced from £17,745 and £19,095 
respectively - and all sit 10mm lower to fur¬ 
ther aid aerodynamics and handling. 

Perhaps Volvo’s greater achievement 


though is how the DRIVe treatment - minus 
Start/Stop - has been applied to bigger mod¬ 
els: the newly revamped S80 executive saloon 
(£21,745), the V70 (£22,745) and rugged 
XC70 (£27,995) estate twins and the XC60 
SUV (£26,745). 

These XC models have been demoted to 
front-wheel drive only, but gained astonish¬ 
ing combined consumption figures of nearly 
50mpg and emissions of 159g/km of C02, 
qualifying them for £150 road tax. 

A lengthy test drive in the XC70 - a truly 
capacious estate car - showed that the 
five-cylinder 175PS (173bhp) 2.4 diesel has 
plenty of low-down urge, yet the onboard 
computer read an mpg in the mid-40s most 
of the time.

Mitsubish Colt Cleartec 


THERE’S is a wind of change 
blowing at Mitsubishi. 

Not only is the Japanese brand conspicuously 
involved in major environmental projects such 
as the Dungeness wind farm, but also playing 
down its image as a producer of big 4x4s and 
pick-ups. 

The mad EVO road-going rally car is still 
there as a technological tour de force and halo 
model and you can buy sporty Ralliart versions 
of mainstream models, but Mitsubishi now 
wants to shout about its greener cars. 

One for the future is its electric version of the 
clever five-door iCar runabout, while the eco 
star of the moment is our road test choice, the 
Colt Cleartec. 

I was slightly underwhelmed at the launch 
earlier this year as the model’s centrepiece, the 
‘Auto Stop & Go’ system seemed rather crude 
compared to rival solutions I had driven. 

However, it can save up to 30 per cent of the 
cads emissions as well as improving economy by 
stopping and then restarting automatically when 
the car is stuck in traffic or halted at the lights. 


The Cleartec is cheap to buy and run too 
and there is much to be said for an eco-friend¬ 
ly supermini using a lighter petrol engine, 
rather than a heavy diesel that costs more 
upfront and needs a dearer fuel, even if it is 
better on overall mileage. 

And I rather like the Colt, especially after a 
major midlife makeover; the profile is similar 


but only 35 per cent of parts were carried over 
for the rework. 

It also gained the smart ‘Jet Fighter’ nose 
introduced on the latest Mitsubishi Lancer. 

As before, you get two body choices: a sporty 
three-door - that fits the hotter models - and 
a more upright five-door that is virtually a 
mini-MPV. 


The latter in 94bhp 1.3 CZ2 Cleartec form 
is our test car and looks great value at an 
official £10,099 and even better if you push 
for a deal or qualify for the current £2,000 
Scrappage grant. 

In addition to purchase savings and those 
from Auto Stop & Go, you also gain economy 
and reduced emissions from low-rolling

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resistance tyres, a higher top gear, improved 
alternator and lower viscosity oil, among 
other tweaks. 

This adds up to just 119g/km of C02 on emis¬ 
sions or the lowest payable road tax band 
(£35/year) and a potential average mpg in the 
mid-50s for the Cleartec. 

Where some quoted averages are fanciful, I 
wouldn’t argue much with that after racking 
up several hundred miles with the car and 
you certainly don’t feel compromised by the 
eco features. 

For a start, the stop-and-go system appeared 
smoother on the test car - perhaps it settles 
down with a few miles on the clock - and the 
Cleartec accelerates faster than its conventional 
sister model, no doubt helped by the narrower 
and harder tyres, though these still keep the car 
tidy when pushing hard on a windy road. 

Mind you, acting the fool in this eco-friendly 
car exposes the Colt’s slightly jittery ride, but 
this is a rare complaint. The car is mostly 
refined and quieter than before, after some 
intensive sound absorption and isolation work. 

The revamped car has lost some versatility - 
and no doubt helped save Mitsubishi some pro¬ 


duction costs - with the replacement of the 
folding/removable rear seats by a conventional 
fixed/fold flat arrangement, but this delivers 
more boot space without compromising head 
and leg room in the lofty cabin. 

Sadly, interior design and materials gained 


little from the revamp; earlier two-tone ‘cool’ 
highlights have gone, even if the ample stowage 
was retained.

KENT’S professional services sec¬ 
tor is faring better than any other 
during the recession, giving great 
cause for optimism, according to a 
new study. 

Accountants across the county were asked 
about the financial pressure upon their clients 
in different sectors, and professional services 
like lawyers and architects came out on top. 

The study - commissioned by independent 
lender Venture Finance - showed that in Kent, 
creative industries came out just behind. 

More than 1,000 accountants across the UK 
were asked to rate the extent to which clients 
in different sectors were under financial pres¬ 
sure during the recession. 

Pressure 

In Kent, on a scale of one to five, with one 
being the most pressurised and five the least, 
the professional services sector scored an aver¬ 
age of 3.05. 

Creative industries were just behind with 
3.02 while retail was a surprise third with 2.75. 

The construction, manufacturing and 
recruitment sectors all reported higher rates 
of pressure in the recession. 

In addition more than a third of Kent 
accountants surveyed felt the majority of 
their current client base could survive for 
another year - even if the economic climate 


does not improve in that time. 

The recession has encouraged prudent 
financial management and planning, and the 
survey revealed more than a third of Kent 
accountants’ clients make financial forecasts 
on a monthly basis. 

Decreases in credit availability from tradi¬ 
tional sources have also helped boost aware¬ 
ness of other options amongst businesses. 

Nearly two-thirds of Kent accountants saw a 
jump in the number of their clients proactive¬ 
ly seeking to find out more about alternative 
sources of funding. 

Venture said the figures were in keeping 
with the rise in popularity of alternative fund¬ 
ing options like invoice and asset based lend¬ 
ing (ABL) - now the second most popular form 
of funding among clients of Kent-based 
accountants. 

Research showed businesses are also taking 
more steps to protect themselves, with 65 per 
cent of accountants reporting a rise in the 
number of clients seeking services that protect 


or insure against bad debt. 

Ian Burman, regional director of Venture 
Finance said: “It is important to recognise that 
although it remains a difficult time for busi¬ 
nesses, there are positive signs which should 
not be ignored. 

“There is life after the recession. 

“Professional services businesses seem to be 
in the top recovery position because of the spe¬ 
cialist skills and abilities they provide. 

Spending 

“Perhaps most surprising was retail at third 
- maybe this is a sign consumers are spending 
out of the recession? Only time will tell.” 

He added: “It is also encouraging to see 
greater prudence being employed in financial 
practices. It would appear business owners 
have learned some important lessons during 
this downturn. 

“People are taking more of a back to basics, 
common-sense approach to funding and that 
can only be a good thing.”

PLENTY of the best business ideas 
began in spare bedrooms across the 
world, but Sean Reilly’s new project 
has not travelled very far - it has 
only reached the bathroom. 

The 30-year-old from Chartham, near 
Canterbury, has taken an idea from the other 
side of the world and is busy spreading the word 
to the UK and beyond. 

His business partner first encountered The 
Flipper at an airport in Singapore and after recog¬ 
nising the product’s potential, they gained distri¬ 
bution rights for the UK, Ireland and France. 

The Flipper is a toothbrush holder which comes 
in a range of colourful and friendly designs which 
help prompt youngsters to brush their teeth. It 
attachs to the wall and keeps brushes protected 
from germs. 

Mr Reilly’s firm RJW Marketing was launched 
from his home but earlier this month moved to 
the new Connect 10 business development in 
Ashford. 

He first began to market the innovative design 
- which centres on a patented plastic hinge which 
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flips open and closed - 12 months ago. 

A year-on he has enjoyed a huge response, 
mainly due to the father-of-two’s decision to focus 
on encouraging good oral health in children. 

He said: “Flippers mean one less thing for par¬ 
ents to worry about. They will protect from 
sneezes and from airbom particles which are 
thrown up when a toilet is flushed without the 
lid down. The message we want people to know 
is that they can actively protect your health.” 

Bacteria 

The Flipper team are working on new designs 
and researching materials with anti-bacterial 
coating to help make the devices even more 
hygienic. 

Mr Reilly revealed: “We are looking to develop 
toothbrushes that tie-in with the product. We 
are also working on ideas which would actually 
remove the bacteria.” 

He also said they were looking at branching 


out into designs to appeal more to young boys, 
like incorporating football team emblems. 

The enterprise has already had to overcome 
adversity when his entire stock of 16,000 
Flippers was stolen from a warehouse in 
Ashford in May. 

Mr Reilly said: “We were lucky we had good 
insurers. But we were set back by about two 
months. It takes six weeks to ship them from 
Malaysia and at least two weeks to get the order 
packed.” 

He recently agreed a deal to stock Flippers in 
branches of Lakeland in Canterbuiy, Bluewater 
and Bromley, to add to several more stockists 
across Kent, but one day hopes of clinching a deal 
with a high street leader like Boots. 

He said: “The big guys, Proctor & Gamble, 
Colgate... they know we’re coming for them.” 

He added: “We are always on the lookout for 
new stockists and any outside investment. 

“Our website sales are doing well. We are selling 
probably 10 a day through the website, but there 
are 12 million children in the UK. If we could get 
even 10 per cent of them that would be fantastic.”

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A FARMER’S business has been 
recognised as one of the top 60 new 
firms in the UK in a nationwide 
competition. 

A Goudhurst man has outperformed thou¬ 
sands of entrepreneurs to reach the semi¬ 
finalist phase of the 2009 HSBC Start-Up 
Stars Awards. 

The national contest, now in its ninth year, 
recognises, supports and celebrates the initia¬ 
tive and dedication shown by new business in 
the UK. 

Alastair Jessel, who started The Taywell 
Group, is now hoping to scoop the top title and 
a cheque for £25,000, courtesy of HSBC. 

Farmer Mr Jessel was inspired to start his 
business by turning traditional farming meth¬ 
ods on their head. 

With most farmers producing only what 
they wish to sell, without considering the 
requirements of their customers, Mr Jessel 
decided to ask the simple question: “What does 
the consumer really want?” 

He realised that with supermarkets holding 
80 per cent of the retail market, he need¬ 

ed to sell what the major chains could not, 
with the bywords being 'local’, ‘service’ and 
‘quality. 

He succeeded in obtaining planning permis¬ 
sion to build his farm shop on the edge of one 
of his fields, and to set up a cold storage unit. 
In March he also received permission to build 
an IVC composting unit based in Derbyshire. 

He is about to start construction and hopes 
to take in food and green waste from local 
councils and commercial businesses to save 
this waste from going to landfill. 

With the majority of his farm rented out, Mr 
Jessel devoted a small amount of land to grow¬ 
ing specialist fruits for sale in his shop, and 
used any surplus fruits to make his own ice 
cream and sorbet. 

The shop sets out to offer its customers high 
quality food combined with expert advice from

well-trained staff, and all his stock is either 
grown on the farm or produced in Kent and 
Sussex. 

His target market is the 20 per cent of cus¬ 
tomers who do not shop in supermarkets, as 
well as the local community and food connois¬ 
seurs requiring high-quality products. 

He claims his main advantage is the fresh¬ 
ness of his product. Supermarket fruit is 
designed to ripen slowly as the usual time- 
span from picking to shelf is 10 days, but Mr 
Jessel’s fruit is picked fresh from the bush to 
capture its full flavour, and has a shelf life of 
about three to four days. 

He is also now starting to grow fruits which 
are normally imported, such as melons, blue¬ 
berries, watermelons and tamarilloes, which 
will help to cut carbon emissions and provide 
local employment. 

The Taywell Farm Shop and Taywell Ice 
Creams are growing at the rate of 25 per cent 


and 90 per cent per annum and are on target 
to achieve profits of £100,000 and £50,000 
respectively. 

.Aid the business is going from strength to 
strength, with plans to open a new shop in 
Tunbridge Wells by Christmas, which will 
bring the Kent countryside to town. 

Last year, the farmer’s ice cream-making 
process was filmed by BBC TV for The 
Apprentice and demand soared by 100 per 
cent after his appearance on the programme. 

Judging 

The Taywell Group is one of 60 companies to 
reach the Start-up Stars semi-finals. 

A panel of business experts will select the 
top 25 start-up companies to go forward to the 
national judging. 

There will also be £10,000 cheques for the 
best new green business putting the environ¬ 
ment at the top of its agenda, the best new 


business set up by a graduate, and the best 
new business trading internationally. 

Head of business banking for HSBC, Huw 
Morgan, said: “HSBC Start-Up Stars is about 
demonstrating by practical example that with 
the right help and support, there are still 
opportunities out there for people with the 
dedication and will to succeed.

European project 
to develop tourism

A SCHEME has been launched to 
encourage cooperation between 
European tourism bodies to help 
bring in visitors. 

The Sustainable Tourism Research 
Intelligence Partnership (SUSTRIP) 
project will cost almost £3m and is 
being backed by Visit Kent, Kent 
County Council and includes part¬ 
ners from France, Belgium and 
Holland. 

SUSTRIP is intended to help boost 
the regions’ tourism industries and 
develop their visitor economies by 
sharing research and building up 
knowledge of what the tourism mar¬ 
ket demands. 

Participating groups say each of 
the areas faces similar challenges 
and issues in developing their 
tourism industries. 

It is the first time Kent has worked 
with three European partners on one 
major tourism initiative and the 
county will receive £396,904 of 
European investment as a result. 

A1 of the projects undertaken will 
focus on the four different aspects of 
the business - visitors to each region, 
local tourism and leisure businesses, 
communities and the natural envi¬ 
ronment. 

The industry’s impact and its 
benefits will also be explored, as well 
as ways of maximising an area’s 
potential. 

In Kent, the programme will 
include the most detailed research 
ever undertaken into subjects like 
the economic benefits of visitors, 
transport, accommodations and 
attractions. It is hoped the findings 
will help preparations for an influx of 
visitors attending the 2012 London 
Olympics.

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Kent farms 
could give 
us the food 
security we 
depend on 


Food security - words currently amongst 
the most used in the English language. 
PAT CRAWFORD, press officer at Hadlow 
College, investigates the complex issues 
that are embraced by these simple words 


THE term isn’t new - in fact, it 
was used during the Second World 
War when gallant merchant 
sailors were endeavouring to bring 
much-needed food to this country. 

Delve a bit deeper and the chances are that 
it was used in all sorts of siege and blockade 
situations throughout our history. 

The difference now is that the challenges 
are bigger - and probably the most insuper¬ 
able - ever faced by mankind. 

What do we actually mean when we speak 
of‘food security? 

In the simplest terms, we mean our ability 
to provide enough food for the population of 
the world to survive. 

The provision of water - about which we’re 
also facing increasing problems - is also gen¬ 
erally included, and the food has to be safe 
and affordable. 

Why has food security become such an 
issue? After all, for centuries, some parts of 
the world have suffered shortages that have 
often deteriorated to famine status. 

What is causing scientists to predict a 
worsening state of affairs that could result in 
millions of people going hungry in countries 
that have never hitherto experienced short¬ 
ages of staple necessities? 

There isn’t one single reason, but an accu¬ 
mulation of factors. 

Firstly, we have a burgeoning global popu¬ 
lation that is predicted to reach nine billion 
by 2050. In addition to this, the diets of peo¬ 
ple living in developing countries are chang¬ 
ing, and the staples - rice and maize - are 
gradually being replaced - or at least supple¬ 
mented - by the inclusion of far more meat, 
dairy products and other ‘developed world 
foodstuffs’. 

These two factors alone would be worrying 
- but there is much more. 

As well as population growth, we are facing 
issues related to climate change. 


If the worst predictions are borne out in 
regard to rises in sea levels, we stand to lose 
huge tracts of valuable farming land all 
round the globe - including a very consider¬ 
able acreage here in Kent. 

We then have to consider where displaced 
families and businesses will be relocated - 
thus potentially using more precious land. 

By the same token, although rises in aver¬ 
age temperatures can enable us to extend 
the ranges of crops we produce and lengthen 
the growing periods, we face threats of 
increasing numbers of flash floods and high 
winds, interspersed with periods of drought. 
Not the most clement weather changes from 
the perspectives of farmers and growers. 

But even this doesn’t tell the full story The 
carbon emissions produced by the farming 
industry are considerable - and this may 
mean that in time there will be need for dras¬ 
tic changes to some practices and methods 
currently in use. 

In relation to reducing emissions, the use of 
some oil-based fertilisers is now being 
banned by the EEC - and their loss is pre¬ 
dicted to result in a big drop in crop yields. 

At the same time, there is increasing 
urgency attached to finding viable substi¬ 
tutes to energy currently derived from fossil 
fuels because, carbon emissions aside, 
reserves are running down. 

Putting all these issues into county perspec¬ 
tive - could Kent farmers and growers create 
food security for the county’s population? 

Probably - because Kent is home to some 
of the best farmers and growers in the UK. It 
might mean a change in diets and eating 
habits, but these are surely small sacrifices if 
it came down to survival, and some scientists 
are forecasting it might do just that.

F OR many small busi¬ 
nesses, the web is 
often overlooked. 
Either they haven’t 
invested at all or they pre¬ 
pare a home page and leave 
it at that. 

But properly updated and market¬ 
ed it can become one of your most 
essential marketing tools. 

So once you’ve taken the plunge, 
just how do you get the traffic flowing 
to spark those all-important sales 
leads? Crucially, how do you market 
it offline? 

More and more people search 
online to find local suppliers, but 
there are still a lot of people who 
don’t who may like to use the inter¬ 
net to research potential suppliers 
once they are aware of them. 

The first, hopefully obvious, place 
to promote your url is on your paper¬ 
work; letterheads; compliment slips; 
business cards; leaflets; faxes and 
brochures. 

But the one place that you may not 
have thought about is to promote it 
on your product packaging. You can 
also print it on your envelopes, par¬ 
ticularly if your business has an 
intriguing name. 

Word of mouth is also very useful 
for many aspects of promoting a busi¬ 
ness. If you can get other people talk¬ 
ing about you, preferably in glowing 
terms, that can be a great opportuni¬ 
ty for your business, as is networking 
and other face-to-face interaction. 

If you throw in the concept of your 
website and make it memorable, that 
can really help to get the message out. 

Some of you will be aware of Paul 
Brannigan. He is a local 
accountant/tax specialist who is also 
accomplished in public speaking and 
presentation. When he wanted to 
promote his business and website he 
developed a memorable way of 


telling everyone his company name 
and website address in one go. 

He became known as “the proactive 
accountant”... pause for effect... 
“dot.com”, which also ended up with 
people who knew of Paul already, 
joining in the dot com bit at the end, 
to emphasise the point! 

It’s likely that most people who 
heard his introduction will have 
remembered his website address, as 
planned. 

Another place to put your url is on 
giveaways like mouse mats, note 
pads, T-shirts, cups, keyrings; basical¬ 
ly products that will continue in use 
for some time, ensuring that your 
prospects keep seeing your website 
address over time. In nearly all of 
these cases, having a memorable web 
address that explains something 
about your business is preferable, 
particularly so that prospects feel the 
need to have a look at it. 

Discounts 

Make sure all your staff know what 
your url is; they may sometimes be 
asked for it and you should encour¬ 
age them to recommend that 
prospects visit your website. 

And when you take out local news¬ 
paper advertising, ensure your web 
address is prominently featured. It’s 
a great way of hitting a wide audi¬ 
ence. You can tempt them further by 
suggesting they can take advantage 
of discounts by visiting your site. 

What do you put at the bottom of 
your emails? I have my name, com¬ 
pany name, telephone number and 
web address, and a line explaining 
why people should visit my website. 

I have emailed contacts following 
meeting them at networking events 
just to connect with them, ie. not sell¬ 
ing to them or suggesting they visit 
our website, and seen them sign up 
for my newseltter because they have 
clicked through on the url on my 
email signature. What could you say 
about your business on your email 


signature? 

Don’t forget to put it on your invoic¬ 
es and receipts to introduce and 
remind customers that they can find 
out more information online. 

If you have premises open to the 
public then you can put your url on 
your closed sign and/or on your win¬ 
dow to remind people that they can 
find out more information and 
maybe even shop online and/or book 
appointments any time of the day. 
Make sure that you put up signage 
inside, too. 

If you have corporate clothing for 
yourself and your workforce, then 
make sure your url is on that. If you 
sponsor an event of any kind or par¬ 
ticipate in a fund-raising event you 
can promote your url somewhere: on 
your sponsor form, on a T-shirt, or in 
a press release with more informa¬ 
tion. 

Lastly, if you have a domain name 
please, please make sure that you set 
your email address up properly to 
look something like me@yourcompa- 
nyname.com so that you look profes¬ 
sional and people know where to find 
your site. 

I still see business people using 
Hotmail and Yahoo accounts for their 
email, which is bad enough, given 
how cheap it is to buy personalised 
web domains. 

When I see businesses with a web¬ 
site active on their url but still using 
a Hotmail account it makes me 
cringe. If you have hosting for a web¬ 
site, then you will usually have free 
email at that url too with the poten¬ 
tial to upgrade to a larger inbox for 
an extra cost. 

Here endeth the lesson...

Come clean on 
overseas assets 

BUSINESSES with unpaid taxes linked to 
offshore accounts or assets, should prepare 
to settle their liabilities now in order to ben¬ 
efit from a favourable penalty rate. 

HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) has con¬ 
firmed full details of a scheme originally 
announced in the Budget. 

People who come clean will have to pay 
just 10 per cent penalty on the tax due, in 
addition to the tax itself and any interest on 
the late settlement of the liability. Just regis¬ 
ter between September 1 and November 30 
and complete a full disclosure online by 
March 12 or on paper by January 31. 

Anyone with undeclared tax liabilities 
who hasn’t taken advantage of the New 
Disclosure Opportunity will face a mini¬ 
mum 30 per cent fine and prosecution.

TWO Kent food producers helped 
to ensure that the opening of a new 
foodhall at Bluewater was voted a 
huge success. 

Cheesemakers of Canterbury were well-pre¬ 
pared for the opening of the John Lewis 
Foodhall from Waitrose at the shopping centre 
last week, but an incredible response from cus¬ 
tomers meant the entire stock of their renowned 
Ashmore Kentish Cheese had sold out within an 
hour and more stocks had to be rushed in. 

Simply Icecream, based in Bonnington, near 
Ashford, were also providing tasters to cus¬ 
tomers who had queued in their hundreds 
waiting for the doors to open on Thursday, 
August 6. 

Simon Russell, managing director of John 
Lewis Bluewater, said: “Kent has some 
tremendous local produce and suppliers - we 
were particularly impressed with Simply 
Icecream and the Cheesemakers of 
Canterbury. 

“We’re delighted to give shoppers the chance 
to celebrate the delicious flavours from our

He added: “I was lucky enough to be here on 
the day we opened in 1999, and I have to say, 
when the foodhall opened it seemed to me to 
be busier than it was on that very first day. It 
was incredible. I have never seen anything like 
it. The queue snaked all the way down to the 
basement. There were hundreds of people 
waiting for us to open. 

Unbelievable 



It is a stark rise for an enterprise which 
started with a six-month trial run at Potten 
Farm farm shop in Sellindge, near Ashford. 

After a successful trial the range had gone 
into five farm shops by 2006 and is now in 
more than 100. 

Despite the huge jump in demand, the pro¬ 
duction is still carried out by Sally and one 
other member of staff. 

She said: “We are working harder, but we are 
still working within our capacity. We produce 
between 1,000 and 1,500 litres a week, we do 
it all ourselves, there is no batch processing. 

“If there was a time when we needed to dou¬ 
ble the amount we are producing then I would 
just take on two more staff - we won’t change 
the way we produce our range. We make 
everything from scratch.” 

Turnover 


“We knew there was going to be interest in 
advance - there have been people peeking over 
the balustrade to see what’s going on for weeks. 
But the response was absolutely unbelievable. 
Within five minutes you couldn’t get into the 
cheese room for all the people in there.” 

He revealed the choice to stock the two local 
companies had not been a difficult one. 

He said: “We had a dedicated foodhall pur¬ 
chaser who approached the producers. There 
are so many high-quality producers in Kent 
but we thought these two were fantastic, a lit¬ 
tle bit different, and we thought they would fit 
right in. 

“We are very, very keen to use in-season and 
local produce. We will continue to look out for 
other producers if we ever increase the num¬ 
ber of lines we run.

“The flavours of the ice cream are so unusu¬ 
al and the smell in the cheeseroom is just 
incredible. I love it. I want to buy something 
every time I set foot inside.” 

Simply Icecream, which produces luxury 
hand-made flavours, has gone from strength to 
strength since it was launched by Sally Newall 
three years ago. 

The firm uses cream from the South East 
Dairy Farmers, and all seasonal fruit is 
sourced from local producers. 

Mrs Newall told us: “We first went into 
Waitrose stores at the end of April. It was 
the end of a long process. We are stocked in 
13 stores across Kent and Sussex. 

“If sales are good then hopefully they 
might want to take it further and sell us 


nationally. We have a lot of interest from 
places in the north who would like to stock our 
ice creams and we would like to get it up there, 
but the problem until now has been the distri¬ 
bution. 

“When we were asked if we’d like to go into 
John Lewis on Oxford Street and Bluewater, 
obviously we said 'yes please’.” 


Sally also said she hoped the firm could con¬ 
tinue to operate from its base in Bonnington, 
near Ashford, despite the firm’s inevitable 
growth. She said: “I want to stay where we are 
for as long as possible.” 

She revealed: “We have been doubling 
turnover year-on-year. Hopefully within a cou¬ 
ple of years we want to be looking at a 
turnover of £500,000 - it might take three or 
four years though.” 

The Cheesemakers of Canterbury hand- 
make the Ashmore Kentish Cheese at 
Lamberhurst Farm, in Dargate, using unpas¬ 
teurised British Friesian cow’s milk from a 
local farm, using a recipe which has been per¬ 
fected over the last 25 years. 


Expert secures regular TV 
spot after advice campaign 


A FINANCIAL expert has landed a TV slot 
after his campaign to get more people to seek 
independent advice proved a winner. 

After his first slot on CNBC’s Strictly 
Money in April, when he spoke about the 
budget, David Brunning has been invited 
back to speak about funding 
children’s private education 
and pensions. 

Mr Brunning, from 
Tunbridge Wells, has accused 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown of using the nation’s 
pensions as a “piggy bank” 
and claims the whole pen¬ 
sions arena is chaos. 

He said: “Doing my first 
television interview live to 
12 million people on CNBC 
was very much being thrown 
into the deep end, but it went 
well and I was delighted to 
be asked back. 

“I’m on a constant cam¬ 
paign to get people to seek

professional, independent advice and the 
recent appearances on TV and in the nation¬ 
al press will help people get this message. 


And, if it’s in clients’ interests, I’m not afraid 
to be outspoken on issues, even if I risk 
upsetting the Government or the banks.”

Brunning Newman Houghton, added that 
he’s keen to spread the message about the 
new options available to help 
people make the most of their 
money and has also voiced 
his concerns about high 
street banks’ poor record on 
selling financial products to 
customers. 

He is also a regular news¬ 
paper and magazine colum¬ 
nist who specialises in pen¬ 
sions, employee benefits, 
investment and inheritance 
tax planning. He holds the 
Personal Finance Society’s 
AFPC qualification and is an 
occupational pension trans¬ 
fer specialist.

What could a

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Kent on Sunday sport takes 
a look back at the county’s 
sporting action of yesteryear 

100 YEARS AGO: THE astronomical 
rise of Douglas Carr continued, with 
his ‘googler’ proving the talk of the 
Canterbury festival, with batsmen 
and spectators alike trying to get 
their heads around the concept of a ball that looked 
like an off-break but instead turned violently to the 
off side. 

Kent’s Cranbrook-born spinner (DW as he was 
known in the era of gentleman and players) had 
been a moderate club cricketer until he began 
learning the technique in 1908. 

The former Sutton Valence schoolboy made his 
first-class debut earlier in the season at the age of 
37. He was instrumental in a 10-wicket win over 
Hampshire that concluded a festival week attended 
by 25,976 fans. 

He became so adept at the new art that he was 
drafted into the England squad for the final Ashes 
Test and took 7 for 282-12 months later he would 
named one of Wisden’s cricketer’s of the year. 



50 YEARS AGO: THE build-up to the 
new football season continued with 
a burst of activity in the transfer 
market. The most interesting move, 
in hindsight, was the arrival in the 
county of inside forward Hughie Stinson . 

Stinson joined Gillingham from Accrington 
Stanley, but made just one appearance for the club, 
before embarking on an eventful career in the non¬ 
league game that continued into this millennium. 

He was Faversham Town manager when the 
chairman decided to change the entire team just 
minutes before kick-off, sparking a player revolt. 
He later succeeded Alan Walker as Sittingbourne 
boss in 1999/2000. 

Stinson was unpaid, as were most of his players, 
but he helped the club avoid relegation before 
stepping down the following season. 

Elsewhere Dover signed 17-year-old Derek 
Robson from Arsenal and Maidstone prepared for 
their first season in the Isthmian League by captur¬ 
ing Brian Myers from Crystal Palace. 



25 YEARS AGO: MARK Benson, bat¬ 
ting through the pain of a persistent 
knee injury, chose the ideal 
moment to make his first ever one- 
day century, a Benson & Hedges 
Cup semi-final with Warwickshire, who had posted 
224 thanks largely to double West Indian World Cup 
winner Alvin Kallicharan. 

Benson batted through the innings and an unbro¬ 
ken stand of 90 with Richard Ellison took Kent 
through to the final with Middlesex. 

Another West Indian legend, Viv Richards, kept 
wicket as the West Indian tourists took on a Bob 
Woolmer XI at the Garrison Ground, but the event 
proved disastrous for the host club Gillingham, who 
lost an estimated £5,000, when a crowd of 8,000 
was predicted and only 1,800 fans turned up.

Sappers engineered 
stunning cup record 

Chatham Club’S FA Cup run one the Gills could only dream of 


Going over 
old ground

USE the word 'cognoscenti’ in 
certain pubs in the Medway area 
and you’re likely to get the local 
equivalent of a Glasgow kiss - a 
Chatham cuddle perhaps. 

Similarly, if you claimed the area was 
the home of an FA Cup-winning football 
team, you might be greeted with disbelief 
or worse, though the cognoscenti know 
otherwise. 

Kent’s record in the FA Cup reflects the 
fact that the county has only had one 
Football League club for the majority of its 
history 

Gillingham’s run to the quarter-finals in 
2000 is the high watermark in a modern 
era otherwise only remarkable for the odd 
giantkilling run by the county’s non¬ 
league sides. 

Keener scholars of the game know, 
however, that in the first year the cup was 
held, a team from Battersea called 
Wanderers beat Royal Engineers 1-0 in the 
first ever final in 1872. 

The Engineers, famed for a revolution¬ 
ary style that involved passing the ball to 
team mates instead of just dribbling 
towards the opposition goal, played the 
Great Lines in Chatham, the vast sprawl¬ 
ing open space to the south of the town

centre today dominated by the War Memorial. 

In terms of silverware, the Sappers’ 
achievements in the FA Cup alone are 
unlikely ever to be equalled by a Kent club. 

Aside from finishing as runners-up in 
1872, they reached the final on three fur¬ 
ther occasions, winning in 1875, when they 
beat Old Etonians 2-0 in a replay at the 
Oval thanks to goals from Henry Renny- 
Tailyour and William Stafford, after the ini¬ 
tial game was drawn 1-1. 

Their fame was fleeting and by 1882/82 
they’d merged with Rochester Invicta to 
form Chatham United. 

In 1889 they beat Nottingham Forest to 
reach the last eight, but were thumped 10- 
1 at the Lines by West Bromwich. 

Army rules prevented Chatham from 
charging an admission fee and as a direct

result the FA introduced a rule saying all 
future games would have to be played at 
enclosed grounds to ensure the visitors 
received a share of the gate money. 

Chatham duly moved to Alderman 
Winch’s’ ground, the Maidstone Road 
ground they have used ever since. 

For a while Chatham remained the top 
team in the area. In 1892 they entered a 
poll designed to whittle 26 clubs down to 12 
and form a new Southern League. 
Chatham received 26 votes and came top, 
while Tottenham were rock-bottom with 
one vote (presumably their own). 

Yet it took another two years for the 
league to finally form and though Chatham 
were founder members, by 1900 “financial 
difficulties” had kicked in and they were 
eclipsed by New Brompton FC, the team 
from Priestfield Road, who had formed a 
just a hoof away from the Lines at the 
Napier Arms. 

Today the sporting tradition on the Lines 
continues, with Medway Rugby club based 
on what was the northern end of the site 
and the Garrison Ground to the east, on the 
Brompton side. 


Smalling buoyed by U21 outing 


AFTER making his England under -21 debut 
this week, Chris Smalling is hoping more 
appearances at Fulham will enhance his 
chance of becoming a permanent fixture in 
the national side. 

The 19-year-old former Maidstone United 
defender was a surprise addition to Stuart 
Pearce’s England under-21s and featured for 
half an hour in the 0-0 draw against Holland 
on Tuesday. 

Smalling, who joined Fulham from 
Maidstone United last summer, has rapidly 
risen up the football ranks. 

In his first season in professional football 
with Premier League side Fulham, the for¬ 
mer Chatham Grammar schoolboy captained 
the reserves and made his debut for the first- 
team in the final game of last season against 
Everton. 


Although delighted by his outing with 
England, Smalling believes he will have a 
tough battle to cement his place at interna¬ 
tional level. 

He said: “The only way I will be able to 
keep my place with England is by playing 
regularly with Fulham. Now the club is in 
Europe there could be a chance for me to 
play more games, which would be great. 

“All I have got to do is get my head down 
and keep working hard and hope I will get 
more chances to play in the first-team. It has 
been an incredible couple of years for me and 
I hope I can keep improving the way I have 
been.” 

Smalling will be hoping to feature for 
England next month when they begin their 
Euro 2011 qualifiers with trips to Macedonia 
and Greece.

European team for women’s golfs equivalent 
of the Ryder Cup. 

It came as a huge blow to Stupples, who 
had built her season around peaking for the 
event, which starts in Sugar Grove, Illinois 
tomorrow. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “With everything 
going on with the Solheim Cup and not being 
picked I think it probably made me even more 
determined to win in Wales. 

“I think I was very close to making the team, 
I never really asked [Nicholas] when she told 
me I wasn’t going to be picked, there wasn’t 
much else to talk about. 

“I would say I can understand her picks. I 
would also say I could argue against them as 
well. My other Solheim Cup was not that suc¬ 
cessful, but I have done okay in the Lexus Cup

Stupples’ victory in Wales may have 
come too late to claim a second 
Solheim Cup appearance, but it is a 
significant boon to her career. With a 
five-year gap since the last victory on 
tour, there had been moments where 
she questioned whether the opportuni¬ 
ties to win had passed. 

She said: “You always wonder where 
that next win is coming from, but I 
never doubted I had the ability to do 
it. I had a couple of chances last year 
and I knew my game was there. 

“This is perfect timing, it makes 
this whole year worthwhile and 
makes up for it. I’m looking forward 
the rest of the season and now I’ve 
won again I feel much more comfort¬ 
able with the golf I’m playing.” 




Youngsters’ Royal appointment 


KENT’S Royal St George’s golf course 
played host to the British Boys Amateur 
Championships this week which saw the county’s 
best young golfers take on rising stars from Europe. 

Nine golfers from across the county entered the 
prestigious tournament, but they all fell 
by the way side after the third round on Wednesday. 

A total of256 promising young golfers entered 
the event in a bid to lift the prestigious title, 
which has been in the hands of European Tour 
star Sergio Garcia. 

One familiar face in the field was 2009 Open 
Championship Silver medal winner Matteo 
Manassero. 

Chislehurst’s Michael Hamilton was Kent’s 
star performer and made it through to the third 
round only to lose out to Spain’s Jon Rahm 
Rodriguez on the 21st hole. 

Daniel Byrne (Dartford), Jack Colegate 
(Rochester & Cobham Park), Jack McKenzie 
(Princes), Connor Fletcher (Chart Hills) and 


Liam Harper (Lydd) all exited the competition 
in the first matchplay round. 

While Canterbury’s Levi Johnson, Jordan 
Godwin (London Golf Club) and Joseph Harper 
(Cobtree Manor) all fell just short in the second 
round. Harper, from Maidstone, was involved in 
the longest game, which ended in defeat to 
Samuel Echikson from Belgium on the 25th hole. 

He said: “It is a great competition and I thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed it. It was a bit hard to take los¬ 
ing on the 25th hole. I hope I can build on my 
performance for next year’s tournament.” 

Manassero will have to wait another year 
for a chance to lift the title after being knocked 
out in the third round by Andrea Guiini on 
Thursday. Harper was lucky enough to putt with 
the Italian and believes he will go a long way. 

He said: “He is a top player and looks veiy pro¬ 
fessional in the way he plays the game. I am sure 
he is destined for great things, but I hope I can 
beat him one day.”

McLean, Eastwood and Hooper’s rise will see 
them play in the Championship this season, 
while Rightly is in the Premier League with 
Wolves. 

“I get a big satisfaction out of helping young 
players,” Stimson told Rent on Sunday. “I get a 
buzz helping these kids get their career back on 
the right road and be successful.” 

The Gills boss spent £150,000 on bringing 
Jackson to Priestfield last year from Conference 
side Rushden & Diamonds, raising a few eye¬

brows in the process, especially after mediocre 
displays during Gillingham’s relegation from 
League One. 

Now, after netting 21 goals in League Two last 
season and scoring a hat-trick on the opening 
game against Swindon Town last weekend, 
Stimson believes his star striker compares 
favourably to any he has worked with in the past. 


He said: “Jacko is like McLean in his desire to 
play at a higher level. His training is every¬ 
thing, they want to do more and obviously the 
boy McLean is getting his rewards and banging 
in goals for Peterborough. Fredy Eastwood was 
technically way above anyone I have coached, 
he’s Premier League standard, but he wasn’t as 
driven as Jacko, McLean or Rightly. 

“Those lads listened and took on board what I 
was trying to tell them. I’m sure Jacko will one 
day play at a level like that.” 

The prospect of Jackson playing at a higher 
level may come sooner than Stimson hoped. 

The 22-year-old has started the season on fire, 
prompting a host of scouts including 
Tottenham, Reading and Sheffield United to 
watch the striker in action against Plymouth on 
Tuesday night - a game he also scored in. 

Stimson is optimistic of retaining him until at 
least January, but is realistic enough to admit a 
sizeable offer would be difficult to turn down. 

“I hope and pray we do keep him,” he said. “If 
you are to lose someone like that there are one 
or two targets out there I have my eye on just in 
case, but fingers crossed we don’t need it. It 
would be a massive blow but unfortunately it’s 
going to happen to possibly two or three teams 
in this window, we just hope it’s not us.” 


County’s managers winning the sack race

IF YOU land a job as the manager of a Rent 
football club this season and are still in the 
post by the time the London Olympics come 
round, you’ll have done well. 

Of 16 clubs in Rent from Ryman League 
level and above, just two managers have been 
in place for longer than a decade and only four 
have lasted five years. 

The average tenure is three years, yet this is 
far longer than a manager can expect at a pro¬ 
fessional club, particularly in English football’s 
second tier, where the going rate is 15 months. 

Rnowing when to change managers is an 
inexact science, a gamble that a replacement 
will do sufficiently better than the incumbent 
to mount a promotion challenge or, more com¬ 
monly, avoid relegation. 

It’s arguable that Tottenham and Blackburn 
avoided relegation last season because they 
acted at the right moment, but locally, clubs 
are far less willing to wield the axe and the 
word ‘sack’ is rarely used. 

Even when a team is relegated chairmen are 
reluctant to hand out P45s, with the

shrewdest recognising the limitations imposed 
on a manager and judging him accordingly. 

Last year Ramsgate were relegated from the 
Ryman Premier Division and even though the 
previous four seasons had brought unprece¬ 
dented success, chairman Richard Lawson 
came under pressure to sack Jim Ward. 

“I won’t lie to you, we had a lot of calls to 
replace Jim from supporters, but the fans don’t 
always see what’s going on behind the scenes 
and all the work he does,” Lawson told Rent 
on Sunday. “The chemistry with Jim and the

football club works, so why would we change 
that after one bad season? 

‘We’ve always been a club that chooses its 
people wisely. Stability is the thing and when 
you’ve got a manager with a proven track 
record, players obviously want to play for him.” 

Folkestone took a similar view when they 
were relegated the previous season under Neil 
Cugley, the longest serving manager in Rent 
(outlasted only by Ferguson and Wenger in the 
top flight). 

Having rejected job offers when things were 
going well, Cugley’s loyalty was reciprocated 
by the board. 

“When I first came here we pushed and 
pushed and got to the top of the Southern 
League Premier Division, which at the time 
was just one step from the Conference, but 
there’s only so far you can go with the resources 
we have,” he said. 

“It’s always difficult for us tucked away 
where we are to get the quality of players in, 
especially in the higher leagues. 

“I’m a local person so I’ve always stayed 
loyal. I’ve been offered other jobs, but it’s a 
catch-22 situation. You’re always offered 
them when you’re doing well. When you’re 
having a bad time the offers don’t come in.” 

Ramsgate and Folkestone will be hoping 
to reap the same rewards as Gillingham, 
who haven’t officially sacked a manager 
since they fired Tony Pulis in 1999, though 
‘mutual consent’ has done for one or two. 

The Gills chose to stick with Mark Stimson 
despite relegation from League One in 
2007/2008 and were vindicated when he 
steered them to promotion 12 months later. 

In Rent a vacancy is as likely to be the 
result of a resignation than a trigger-happy 
chairman as managers don’t stand to lose 
huge pay-outs if they walk out on a club. 

Sittingboume were presented with a fait 
accompli when Steve Lovell left for Ashford 
in 2007 and Laim Daish seems more likely 
to sack Ebbsfleet than the other way 
around - which would at least put him out 
of the misery he appears to be in every time 
he goes near a microphone. 

Even if the hot seats are only lukewarm, 
however, nobody should assume they are 
indispensable. As Lawson points out, 
“there’s always someone else who can do the 
iob, in any walk of life.”

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England call is 
joy for Natalie 


NATALIE Seymour’s internation¬ 
al stock continues to rise after 
being included in England’s squad 
for the EuroHockey Nations 
Championships. 

The 22-year-old, who plays club 
hockey for Canterbury ladies, is in 
the 18-strong selection for the 
tournament in the Netherlands 
later this month. 

It will be Seymour’s second 
major international tournament 
this summer, after the defender 
featured in the Champions 
Trophy last month. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “I’m 
really chuffed, it’s something I’ve 
been working towards all summer 
so it’s exciting to be involved. 

“I would say it’s the highlight of 
my career so far, I really wanted 
to start getting selected for major 
tournaments regularly.” 

England’s women won bronze at 
the last EuroHockey event, held in 


Manchester two years ago. As well 
as a tournament in its own right, 
the top four sides will secure auto¬ 
matic qualification to the World 
Cup in Argentina next summer. 

England have a good chance of 
progressing from a group which 
features Russia, Azerbaijan and 
the Netherlands, who are the 
reigning World and Olympic 
champions. 

Seymour believes England have 
a good chance of reaching at least 
the semi-finals in Amsterdam. 

She said: “That’s the real goal 
for us heading into the tourna¬ 
ment. Russia and Azerbaijan are 
somewhat unknown and 
although we are higher than 
them in the rankings, anything 
can happen. We don’t want to get 
complacent and we know we’ll 
have to earn the right to play.” 

England begin against Russia 
next Saturday.

LEON Camier is hoping offers 
to join the World Superbike 
Championship next year will 
come flooding in after rewrit¬ 
ing the record books at Brands 
Hatch last weekend. 

The Ashford superbike rider contin¬ 
ued his domination of the 2009 British 
Superbike Championship last weekend 
by recording the series’ first ever triple 
race win at Kent’s Brands Hatch. 

By winning the three races, the 23- 
year-old became the most successful 
rider in a single season in the champi¬ 
onship’s history. His 14 race wins so far 
eclipsed the 13 held by three-time 
British champion Niall McKenzie. 

His success this season is bound to 
attract attention from teams in the 
World Superbike Championship for 
next season, which Camier would glad¬ 
ly welcome. 

He has already experienced the world 
series after being invited to race as a 
wild card entry at Donington Park in 
June, where he finished sixth after 
starting from 16th position. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I hope 
teams were taking note of it as I would 
love to be racing in the World Superbike 
Championship next season. 

“Looking back, it was an unbelievable 


weekend. To do the triple at my ] 
track and get the team’s 100th victory 
was a dream come true. 

“I had a lot of support there and the 
crowd were amazing. To pick up the 
record was also a very special 
moment. I would have laughed off 
achieving the milestone at the start of 
the season when we struggled to get the 
bike ready in time for the first race.” 

Camier, who started his career 
grasstrack racing in Kent, admitted 
coming back from eighth place to win 
the third race and complete the treble 
was one of the finest rides of his career. 

“The last race is one that will live 
with me for a long time,” he said. “I had 
a really poor start, but after that I 
just passed people anywhere on the 
track. Everything I tried worked 
out, but I did think at one point I 
wasn’t going to do it. 

“I think the secret to my suc¬ 
cess was to keep a chilled mindset 
and not worry about winning the 
championship. I spent some of the 
weekend playing golf at the London 
Club and I think it helped me relax 
ahead of the races. Now I have just 
got to keep my head down and 
make sure I can win the title.” 

With a 113.5-point lead, Camier 
still has work to do to win the crown 
with nine races of the season 
remaining. He returns to action at 
Lincolnshire’s Cadwell Park on 
August 31.

Pangs of regret for 
retired pentathlete 

GEORGINA Harland admits she will proba¬ 
bly feel as if she is missing out this weekend 
as she watches the Modem Pentathlon World 
Championships at Crystal Palace. 

The 31-year-old, who won Olympic bronze 
in the multi-event sport in 2004, was forced 
to retire last year after injuries saw her miss 
out on selection for the Beijing Games. 
Harland, who grew up in Canterbury, has 
since taken up a role as Chair of the Athletes 
Committee at the sport’s governing body, the 
UIPM, and insists she has rarely looked back. 

“It’s a different life now but it was definitely 
my time to retire,” she said. 

“There have been moments where I think it 
would be nice to be competing again and then 
about 10 seconds later I think about all the 
training it takes and I reconsider. I think this 
week will probably be the strangest because I 
loved competing on home soil.” 

Britain has not hosted the World 
Championships since 2001 and it is the first 
time the event has been held in London. 

Next year the sport’s elite come to Kent as 
Medway Park hosts the British leg of the 
World Cup as the region steps up its prepara¬ 
tions ahead of the 2012 Olympics. 

Harland hopes it bodes well for the sport’s 
profile. 

She said: “A number of the tickets have sold 
out for this week which is good. In terms of a 
legacy and increased media coverage, only 
time will tell. Hopefully there will be interest 
in it and people will realise it’s a sport we are 
successful in as a country.” 
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Captain awaits selectors’ decision .

KENT captain Rob Key finds out today 
if he is the man the England selectors 
turn to in a bid to win the final Test at 
the Brit Oval and with it the coveted 
Ashes. 

The Kent batsman has been tipped to make a come¬ 
back after four years out of international cricket, 
and he did his chances no harm with a knock of 90 
in the County Championship game against 
Northamptonshire in the week. 

After England were thrashed by an innings at 
Headingley in the fourth Test, heads look set to roll 
with Ravi Bopara, Ian Bell and Alastair Cook all 
under threat of the chop. Essex batsman Bopara has 
struggled throughout the series and is expected to 
either vacate his position at number three in the order 
or be omitted from the side altogether. 

Experienced 

Warwickshire’s Jonathan Trott was named in the 
squad but didn’t play in Yorkshire and while he appears 
to be the next man in line, many believe the experi¬ 
enced Key would be better for a one-off Test. 

It would represent a fantastic opportunity for the 
30-year-old, who has returned to form with scores of 
110 against Derbyshire, a career-best of 270 against 
Glamorgan and 123 against Surrey at the Oval. 

Selection in the final Test and an opportunity to help 
England win the Ashes could reignite his internation¬ 
al career, starting with the winter tour to South Africa. 

His coach at Kent, Simon Willis, believes the county 
skipper is the right man for such an important game. 

“He is a better player than when he last played for 
England, that’s for sure,” he told Kent on Sunday. “The 
captaincy at Kent has helped him as well and I have 




no doubt he would do well if called upon. If he does get 
a chance I can see him going on to have a five or six 
year career with England.” 

Some former England players and pundits have 
called for Mark Ramprakash to make a shock come¬ 
back, albeit most of them with Surrey connections, but 
even he has been quoted as backing Key for the spot. 

While it would be Key’s first Test since appearing for 
England in the 2004-2005 series in South Africa, for¬ 
mer Kent skipper Dave Fulton - who played with Key 
at Canterbury - believes he has the ideal tempera¬ 
ment to go head on with the Australians. 

“I think for me there are two things to weigh up,” 
he said. “Has he got the character to deal with the 
pressure of a one-off Test? I would give him a 
huge tick in that box. Has he been harshly 
dealt with by the England selectors? 

Definitely. 

“He has unfinished business after 
being dropped having scored a dou¬ 
ble hundred and 93 against the 
West Indies. It would be great if he 
could right those wrongs and I 
think he is the man to come in for 
this game.” 

Key, who was bom in Dulwich, has 
been typically philosophical about an 
England recall despite the likes of 
Shane Wame, Nasser Hussain and 
Graham Thorpe putting forward a 
case for his inclusion. 

He said: “What the selectors think 
and what the media thinks isn’t 
always the same. They have a good idea 
of what way they want to go. 

“I’ve been close for a number of years, 
but my form at the start of the year 
wasn’t good enough, but hopefully 
recently I’ve given them something to 
think about.”
